IMPENDING CHANGE IN THE AL- 
KALI INDUSTRY. 


From information just received here 
it is inferred that an important change 
in the alkali trade of England is about 
to take place. For some time past the 
tenor of advices from the other side has 
been such as to create the impression 
that something unusual was going on 
among the English alkali makers, 
as the decreased production and 
large advance in_ prices could 
hardly occur without some attempt 
at least to concerted action. The 
necessity for introducing methods of 
greater economy into the business of 
producing heavy chemicals canonly be 
met by the united efforts of the manu- 
facturers, but the great diversity of 
opinion, combined with the usual 
trade jealousies, has rendered abortive 
all attempts to organize the trade on 
auch a basis. 

Being unable to agree upon a 
plan whereby they might continue 
the business profitable, it is un- 
derstood that they are now con- 
sidering a project through which 
they expect to rid themselves 
of all their treubles. Several secret 
meetings have been held of late for the 
purpose of discussing this plan which 
it is said contemplates the sale of all 
the alkali plants in the country to a 
central company or syndicate which 
will take them outright, paying the 
present owners the full value. Whether 
payment will be made in cash or in the 
shape of certificate or shares of stock 
in the new company, provided the 


THE TARIFF BILL IN THE SENATE.

THAT RUMORED PAINT COMBINA- 


TION. 

At more or less frequent intervals 
rumors are given currency by the daily 
press, which hint at the formation of a 
combination of paint manufacturers 
for the purpose of manufacturing 
white lead to compete with the regu- 
lar corroders. In discussing white lead 
rebates in our last issue, we casually 
referred to the recent revivalof talk 
of such possible competition, and this 
was apparently made the basis of a 
story, by some of the local dailies, that 
a combination had been formed by 
prominent members of the paint trade 
of New York. Ofcourse the reporters 
who investigated the rumor found 
nothing in it, for the sufficient reason 
that the talk of a probable combina- 
tion to which we referred originated 
in another section of the country 
whence come most of the complaints 
against the corroders’ rebate arrange- 
ments. 

So far as the paint trade of this city 
is concerned the rebates and other 
selling arrangements which were put 
into operation by the corroders at 
the beginning of the year, are en- 
tirely satisfactory. There has been no 
thought of a combination among the 
local paint manufacturers,and from the 
series of interviews published on an- 
other page it will be seen that they do 
not feel the need of such an organiza- 
tion. The Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club and the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association supply all their 
needs in this direction for the present 
at least, and there is no immediate 
prospect that they will abandon these 
institutions for some other form of 
organization which they have no as- 
surance will better fulfi!l the purposes 
of trade associations. 
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THE LEAD TRUST STATEMENT. 


On another page in this issue wil! be 
found a detailed report of the meeting 
of the certificate holders of the Na 
tional Lead Trust, which was held in 
the offices of that organization on 
Wednesday last. The meeting was 
held with open doors, anyone, whether 
directly interested in the proceedings 
or not, being free to enter and learn 
what was going on. This frankness 
was carried into every detail of the 
meeting, even the trust agreement, 
giving a complete history of the insti- 
tution, its objects, and the reasons for 
its existence, being published for the 
information of whoever care .o read 
the interesting brochure. This dis- 
play of frankness on the part of an 
orgauization ot the character of the 
Lead Trust is unique, at least, and dis- 
arms criticism that condemns the 
secrecy with which their acts have 
been heretofore guarded. 

The statement presented by Presi- 
dent Thompson was clear and concise, 
and that gentleman is deserving of the 
highest praise, not only from the cer- 
tificate holders, but from the interested 
public, for the satisfactory manner in 
which he reviewed the operations of 
the Trust for the past two years, and 
the frank, full and lucid statements he 
made of its condition and prospects. 
Apparently nothing was concealed, 
and his efforts were directed to show- 
ing the real financial standing of the 
institution, and its prospects of success 
on the lines adopted by its projectors. 
Adverse National and State legislation 
apparertzy holds no terrors for the offi- 
cers of the trust,and the confident man- 
ner in whick the belief was expressed 




















by Colonel Thompson, that the organi- 
zation is a lawful and proper business 
enterprise that will receive full recog- 
nition from law-makers, was at least 
comforting to those certificate holders 
who may have been doubtful on this 
point in view of recent enactments by 
various State Legislatures. 

Regarding the beneficial effect of 
the reduction of the capitalization of 
the Trust by two-thirds, there may be 
some difference of opinion, but the vote 
taken on the proposition at the meet- 
ing last Wednesday, shows that the 
majority of shareholders there repre- 
sented believed it to be in the line of 
conservative management, and their 
endorsement of the resolution author 
izing the reduction was an expression of 
their confidence in the officers to carry 
outa policy that would be conducive 
to the best results for all interested.

THE ADVANCE IN WINDOW GLASS. 


The advance in window glass, which 
has been foreshadowed in these col- 
umus, took place last week. The 
Western manufacturers, with the ex- 
ception of those included in ihe United 
Company, met on Tuesday, and after 
a very full discussion of the situation, 
raised their quotations five per cent 
pendirg the adoption of a new list. 
The iwporters of French glass met in 
Springfield, Mass., on the following day 
and made a temporary advance of five 
per cent intheir prices. They also con- 
cluded to revise the long price list, as 
it was expected they would. The new 
list, which will be found in our prices 
current columns, goes into effect to- 
day (Wednesday), and the changes 
made results in an advance of about 
twenty percent. This, the importers 
claim, does not cover the increased 
cost in the foreign market, but, they 
assert, they are unable to raise their 
quotations to the fall limit because of 
the excessive rate of duty they are 
compelled to pay. 

Copies of the new French list have 
been sent to the American manufac- 
turers by their representatives here, 
and appears to give them the greatest 
satisfaction as it admits of a large ad- 
vance which the domestic makers 
claim is absolutely necessary to make 
up for the increased cost of production. 
The committee appointed by the 
National Association of Window Glass 
Manufacturers to make such changes 
in the list as might be rendered advis- 
able or necessary by any action taken 
by the importers, will probably meet 
at once and adopt the new French 
prices as a whole. Upto the hour of 
going to press it could not be learned 
whether they had acted on the mat- 
ter yet, but the old list will probably 
not remain in force for more than a 
day or two, and buyers of American 
window glass must be prepared to pay 
an advance of about twenty per cent 
on the previous prices, before the 


close of the present week. 
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STARCH MAKERS COMBINE. 


After many unfruitful attempts to 
place the starch industry on a better bas- 
is by co-operation, the manufacturers 
of corn starch have fiually succeeded in 
coming to an agreement on production 
and prices.

FRESH ANTI-ADULTERATION 


SCHEMES. 


Every Congress is burdened with 
petitions, reports and bills to prevent 
adulteration of food products, and the 
present session is not without its share 
of material to commence another at- 
tempted crusade on the manipulators 
of goods which enter the household. 
Both Houses of Congress expect to 
receive reports in a few days from 
committees having that subject under 
investigation, and it is intimated that 
legislation will be recommended for 
the establishment of a national bureau 
for the official examination of products 
liable to adulteration, and to give pub- 
licity to the results in pamphlet form. 
It is thought that an exposure of such 
practices in this way would discourage 
repetitions and deter prospective 
schemes of that character from coming 
to the surface. 


Considerable work of that kind is 
undertaken by the Agricultural and 
Internal Revenue departments, but if 
it is not complete for lack of funds 
and clerks, the examinations could be 
extended by simple legislation author. 
izing the operations to be conducted 
on a larger scale. There is no neces- 
sity for this subject to occupy se much 
time at every session without definite 
results. It should be dismissed in the 
manner suggested or relegated to the 
State authorities, who are probably 
better informed as to transactions 
within their territory, and who can 
act with more intelligence. 


It is claimed that fifteen per cent of 
the food products sold in this country 
are adulterated and that consumers 
thereby suffer a loss of $675.000,000 
every year. This amount may be 
largely overestimated, otherwise it is 
difficult to understand where the loss 
comes from, as adulterated goods are 
generally much cheaper than the pure 
quality, and would not be made if 
buyers did not demand them. Com- 
petition causes adulteration, and the 
low prices are an inducement: to that 
class of buyers who have no acquaint- 
ance with first class quality and have 
no use for it.

The starch industry as a whole is 
well protected by tariff duties of two 
and a half cents per pound on corn and 
wheat starch and two cents per pound 
on potato starch and the only thing 
necessary for the home makers to ren- 
der the business profitable, is a pro- 
per adjustment of difficulties. The 
potato product is controlled by a Bus 
ton hous, but the interests are scat- 
tered over such a wide territory and 
principally in the agricultural districts, 
that it is considered next to impossible 
to concentrate the working forces. The 
annual consumption of potato starch 
is closely estimated at 11,000 tons for 
New York and New England States, 
and 8,000 tons for the West. The out- 
let for wheat starch is comparatively 
light, the supply being furnished by 
six factories. This article was first put 
upon the market and had a larger 
movement in former years than the 
quantity now made, but it is com- 
mencing to recover lost ground, al- 
though the relatively higher price is 
against it. The REPORTER is informed 
that the value of wheat starch was the 
only cause of the restricted consump 
tion, but as the raw material costs 
more than corn, the manufacturers 
have good reason for asking more than 
the product of the latter cereal com- 
mands. 

The reports circulated in the daily 
press on Monday to the effect that 
two _ starch factories in Des 
Moines, Iowa, had been purchased 
by a syndicate backed by Eng: 
English capital, for $120,000 and $500,-

About it there is no mystery, and will be no 
greater secrecy than is found in all of the 
partnership or corporate organizations of the 
country.

This 1s not at present as 
well distributed as could be desired; that is to 
gay, some companies have an excess of capital 
while others whose capital had been impaired 
are still under the necessity of having finan- 
cial assistance. Effort is now being made to 
successful'y correct these inequalities and 
prevent payment of interest unnecessarily. 
It is thought by the trustees that it is of 
paramount importance to make each one of 
the interests in association with us strong and 
able to carry itself without the necessity of 
borrowing. It is confidently expected that 
before the expiration of this year this will 
have been done, and that thereafter dividends 
can be commenced and continuously paid to 
the shareholders. And it is hoped, if no un- 
toward circumstances arise and the trustees 
are aided by the shareholders as hereinafter 
stated, that this may be commenced within 
the succeeding six months. 

“This brings us to the consideration of the 
present capitalization of the Trust. The ag- 
gregate valuation of the properties brought 
into this Trust amounts to $22,361,909, in- 
cluded in which is a reasonable valuation for 
brands, good-will and earning capacity. On 
these valuations certificates have been issued 
on the basis of four for one, which makes the 
present capitalization of the trust $89,447,600, 
for which certificutes are outstanding. In 
my judgment it was improvident to expand 
the capitalization of the companies to so 
great anextent. The lead business usually 
increases each year from five to twenty per 
cent. It, of course, has limitations and it is 
not to be expected that within any reasonable 
length of time the property can be made to 
increase tosuch an enormous extent as will 
justify the belief that a value anything like 
equal to the present capitalization at par can 
be reached. 

“It is very readily perceived by the course 
of advancing profits resulting from intelli- 
gent co-operatiun, that on the basis of thirty 
millions of dollars the properties aggregated 
inthe Trust would be on a very reasonable 
basis. It is believed if these properties were 
aggregated in the hands of a few individuals 
orina corporation of limited holders, that 
they would not part with them on that basis. 
The present very large capitalization over- 
shadows the real values, and the enormous 
amount of property that has been aggregated 
together in practical co-operation, and is cer- 
tainly misleading. 

“It is believed by the trustees that if the out- 
standing certificates were surrendered on the 
basis of securing one consolidated certifi- 
shares, this practically 


















































































































































































































what it is at present that the shares would not 
only rapidly appreciate to par, but that they 
could be thoroughly recommended as a safe 
investment on that basis. They have, there- 
fore, caused to be perfected a plan for volun- 
tary relinquishment of the certificates at 
present held, to be merged into a cc nsolidated 
certificate representing one of the new cer- 
tificates for three of the old. 


“1 feel confident that after a careful inves- 
tigation of the mattcr, all of the certificate 
holders will perceive that this is a wise and 
just plan to be adopted. No one accustomed 
to the consideration 0 fair equivalents in 
values but will readily see that there is but 
iittle inducement to endeavor to bring the 
present capitalization to anything like par 
value; but with the capitalization reduced by 
two thirds, we can hope by reasonable ability 
in management and honest administration to 
secure favorable and satisfactory results. 
With the capitalization reduced tothe sum I 
have mertioned I believe that the judgment 
of the Trustess expresed after caretul exam- 
ination that these certificates will be worth 
par and a fair dividend paid on that sum; is 
certain of accomplishment. And I, therefore, 
very earnestly recommend that the plan sug- 
gested by the Trustees for consolidating the 
certificates be adopted.” 

President Thompson was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause during the reading of the 
report, the reference to the belief of the 
trustees that they were engaged in a per- 
fectly legal and proper enterprise being 
particularly received with expressions of 
satisfaction and approval. 

Immediately after the reading of the report 
@ resolution was introduced expressing ap- 
proval of and concurrence in all the acts and 
business transactions of the trustees to date. 
it was unanimously adopted. 

The suggestion made by President Thomp- 
son that the capitalization of the Trust be 
reduced to one-third of the present 
amount, called forth considerable com- 
ment. Hon. 8S. V. White spoke strongly 
in favor of the adoption of the proposition, 
and his position was sustained by other 
speakers. Finally the following resolution 
conferring the necessary authority upon the 
trustees to carry out the suggestion was adopt- 
ed with only f ur dissenting votes; 


Resolved, That the trustees of the National 
Lead Trust be directed to take such proceed- 
ings as they may deem advisable and practi- 
cable to reduve the total capital represented 
by all the certificates of the said Trust, by two 
thirds of the amount, thereof, provided that 
said reduction can be accomplished without 
affecting the relative interests of the said cer- 
tifleate holders in the Trust estate, or under 
their rights under the original trust deed. 


There were six trustees to be elected, three 
vacancies having been caused by the expira- 
tion of the term of office of Messrs. W. P. 
Thompson, A. T. Goshorn and §, R. Bradley, 
and the others by the resignations of Messrs 
Henry Hentz, ex-president of the Trust, J. H. 
Morely and W. H. Pulsifer. The three offi- 
ces first mentioned were filled by the re-elec- 
tion of the gentlemen named, and they will 
serve as trustees until the first Wednesday in 
February, 1893. The remaining vacancies were 
filled by the election of Messrs. F. W. Rock- 
well, W. H. Thompseun and R. R. Colgate, to 
serve until the first Wednesday in February, 
1891. 

By a unanimous vcte the fiscal year is made 
to begin on January 1, instead of February 1. 
as heretofore. This was done in order to give 
the officers ample time before the annual 
meeting to make up their report from the 
statements of the different companies, 

Copies of the Trust agreement were distrib- 
uted to all who desired them, wheher certif- 
icate holders or not.

The Tare on Hops. 


The semi-annual meeting of the Madison 
County Hop Growers’ Association was held at 
Oneida, N. Y., Jast Thursday and the question 
of tare was discussed. Nearly all the mem- 
bers present said that they were obliged to 
give seven pounds tare to dealers in order to 
make sales. The law and the agreement with 
the State Brewers’ Association is that five 
pounds shall be the limit, and the growers 
will decide to enforce the law, if possible. 
E. F. Haskell was in favor of a duty of 25 
cents per pound on foreign hops, as it would 
benefit the growers and brewers, and such a 
movement was favored. It was decided to 
ask Mr. Mott to advocate a bill fora uniform 
size for hop boxes. After electing delegates 
to attend the State Brewers’ and Maltsters’ 
meeting in New York. the meeting adjourned.

Window Glass Advances. 


As foreshadowed in the last issue of the 
REPORTER prices have been advanced for both 
domestic and foreign window glass. It was 
generally believed up to Tuesday last that the 
American manufacturers would allow the im- 
porters to take the initiative in raising prices, 
particularly as it was a foregone conclusion 
that the latter would make a new price-list at 
the meeting in Springfield, Mass.,on the 5th 
inst., that would materially advance quota- 
tions. The western manufacturers, however, 
anticipated the action of the importers by ad- 
vancing prices for domestic glass,on the day 
preceding the Springfield meeting. 

THE ADVANCE IN AMERICAN GLASS. 

The Western Association of Window Glass 

Manufacturers, which has bad a nominal exist- 











ence since the project to consolidate the Pitts- 
burg and other Western interests first took 
definite shape some four months ago, has evi- 
dently resumed its active functions. On the 
4th inst., a meeting of the Association was 
called in Pittsburg and according to advices 
from that city the attendance was large and 
representative of the western glass produci g 
interests. The Pittsburg manufacturers were 
well represented and delegates were present 
from the Ohi and Indiana gas district. The 
chair was occupied by Mr. J. H.Hart of Muncie, 
Ind.,and Mr, William Loeffler of Pittsburgh,one 
of the most prominent and influential members 
of the trade, was secretary of the meeting. The 
delegates had much to talk over and their ses- 
sion last nearly all day. The condition of the 
trade in all parts of the country, us shown by 
reporte presented at the meeting, was fully dis- 
cussed, everything pointing in the direction 
of anadvance. Letters from importers and 
others were read showing that an advance in 
the price of foreign glass was imminent. The 
large demand for glass was commented upon, 
the active condition of trade at this season 
being attributed to the open winter which bas 
admitted of the continuance of building 
operations to the present time. 


According to the reports presented the price 
of giass has ruled decidedly low notwithstand- 
ing these favorable conditions, and while 
within the past twoor three months there has 
been a considerable advance, quotations at the 
date of the mveting were still 5 to 10 fer cent. 
below those current at the same date a year 
ago, while at the same time the price of soda 
ash and other crade materials are materially 
higher. The scarcity of skilled labor, whereby 
every manufacturer is forced to employ 
some men who neglect work and do not make 
full quantity has also increased the cost of 
production, and has likewise reduced the 
amount of glass producea, 

Under these circumstances, the manufac- 
turers felt co. pelled to make an advance to 
cover the increased cost, and while a large 
number advocated 10 per cent. it was finally 
agreed to advance only 5percent. The price 
now is 80 per cent. in car lots, instead of 0 and 
5 per cent. off, as heretofore. This advance 
was quite unsatisfactory to many manufac- 
turers, but it 1s expected to make another ad- 
vance within a few days. This is the third 
time that the price of Am rican window glass 
has been advanced this season; first, to meet 
the increased wages, and afterward to make 
up for the raise in the cost of materials. Sev- 
eral firu.s have contracts ahead, and these 
they will be compelled to fill before they will 
realize on the new scale of prices. 

The new prices have been made to govern 
only the western manufacturers, There were 
no representatives from New York or Jersey 
present, and none had been invited to attend, 
as the different sections of the country do not 
enter into direct competition with each other, 
Although the new scale in the West will be 
above the Eastern rates no competition is 
feared. The factories in New York and the 
Jersey firms will be asked to co-operate with 
the western firms in the advancement of 
prices. The eastern houses find it harder to 
raise prices than the western, because they 
have to enter into direct competition with 
foreign glass, but now that the price of the 
latter has been advanced this Obstiacle is 
removed. The demand for glass is good, 
and it is not expected that the increased price 
will affect the trade to any great extent. 

A very encouraging feature of the meeting 
was the information that the best brands of 
American glass are now taking the place of 
foreign glass in the eastern markets, gas-made 
glass being in many cases preferred to French 
glass. This trade is to be cultivated, and plans 
were considered to keep the standard of qual- 
ity high. 

The difference heretofore existing between 
the quotations for single and those for double 
thick glass was wiped out by the action taken 
at this meeting, both kinds being now quoted 
at 80 per cent. discount in car load lots. Be- 
fore the meeting it was intimated that the 
Jeannette firm would advance their quotation 
to 75, 10 and 5 per cent. discount, but it is 
understood that it will be governed for the 
present, at least, by the action taken at 
Pittsburg. The long price list was not 
touched, but when it is revised, as it probably 
will be ina few days by the committee from 
the National association having the matter in 
charge, now that the importers have changed 
their list, the discount applied to the new list 
will make the advance in the prices for Amer- 
ican glass much greater than it now appears. 


THE IMPORTERS ADVANCE PRICES. 

The United states Window Glass Importers 
Association met in Springfield, Mass., on Wed- 
nesJay last for the express purposes of re- 
vising the long price list and reducing the 
discounts. The place of meeting was chosen 
on account of its central location which en- 
abled the Boston and New York importers to 
go there, transact business and return home 
the same day. The great importance of the 
matter to be settled called out an unusually 
full attendance. The New York delegation 
consisted of the following named gentlemen:

Messrs. Geo. R. Kelly & Co. were represented 
by proxy. But one representative of the 
Philadelphia trade, Mr. James F. Lucas of 
John Lucas & Co., was present, but it is un- 
derstood that the other importers of that city 
agree tu be governed by any action taken by 
the association. 

The meeting was called to order in one of 
parlors of the Massasoit House at about half 
past one o’clock after the del. gates had 
partaken of a social dinner in which stewed 
terrapin figured to a considerable extent. Mr. 
Frank S. Sherbourne of Boston, the chairman 
of the Association introduced the subject that 
was uppermost in the minds of the members 
in a brief address, ia which he alluded to the 
large alvance that had taken place in Belgium 
and the continued upward tendency of prices 
in that market. A general discussion followed, 
in which all those present participated and 
the situation here and abroad was cirefully 
and thoroughly reviewed. To the proposition 
that prices should be advanced in the Ameri- 
can markets there was no dissent, and in this 
asin other matters discussed there was a 
greater display of unanimity and harmonious 
feeling than has characterized any previous 
meeting of the association. 


The members were a unit inthe opinion that 
not only shouldthe discounts be reduced but 
that the long price list should be revised so as 
to bring quotations,at least approximately up 
to those now ruling in Europe. There was, 
however, a considerable difference of opinion 


shown concerning the percentage of 
advance advisable or necessary to 
be made. Some were in favor of ad- 


vancing prices to the full equivalent of the 
rise in the foreign cost, while others argued 
that such a course would be unwise at the 
present time, as tending to give the domestic 
producers too great an advantage. 


During the discussion a statement was pre- 
sented by Mr. Ulmann of New York, giving 


the rate of duty paid on each invoice of glass 


imported into New York, Boston and other 
eastern ports during the past three years, and 
although it was known to all that such a table 
had been prepared, its introduction created a 
good deal of surprise to those members who 
had not carefully studied the situation, and 
caused much comment among the delegates, 
The statement was prepared from a detailed 
report, made by each importer, of the quantity 
in each invoice imported by him, together 
with the average rate of duty paid on the 
same. Below isasynopsis of the statement, 
showing the average rate of duty paid per 
year by those importers whose statements 
thus far have been tabulated:

The statement as a whole shows that the av- 
erage rate of duty paid by all the importers 
during the last three years was about 105%. The 
calculation Mr. Ulmann stated was based on 
the actual cost of the glass,free on board Ant- 
werp, and does not include freight, commis- 
sions and sundry other expenses. 

In view of this statement it was argued that 
some action should be taken to prevent a fur- 
ther advance in the duty on window glass by 
Congress, but it was concluded to let the state- 
ment speak for itself, when the times comes 
fora revision of the tariff. 

Returning to the discussion of prices it was 
agreed that but forthis showing, a large ad- 
vance in the price of glass would be as practic- 
able as it is desirable from the importers 
standpoint, but in the nature of things it 
was only possible to seeure a moderate rise at 
present. 

After some further discussion a motion to 
fix the discount temporarily at 75 %, with a 
view to a further advance in the near future 
in conformity with the increasing foreign 
cost and reduced production in Europe was 
unanimously adopted. 

Messrs. Van Horne and Uimann were ap- 
pointed a committee to revise the long price 
list and prepare it for publication at the ear- 
liest possible date. 

On motion it was decided that the new list 
shall go into effect ou the 12th iust. 

Afteran informal discussion of the condi- 
tion of trade and of the action taken by the 
domestic manufacturers at Rittsburg on Tues- 
day the association adjourned to meet in this 
city one month from date. 

WHAT IMPORTERS SAY. 

Mr, W. W. Heroy, the secretary of the asso- 
ciation in 8 eaking to a REPORTER represen- 
tative of the reasons for the action taken at 
Springfield, said: 

“The price of French window glass has ad- 
vanced in Europe fully 35 4 witbin a month 
and the tendency is toward a still 
higher basis owing to the increased 
cost of production, a reduced output 
and aw enlarged foreign consumption, 
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Even at the present market rates in Belgium 
it is with great difficulty that the manufac- 
turers there can be induced to accept con+ 
tracts for forward delivery, and long con- 
tracts such as we have been accustomed to 
place with them at this time of the year will 
not be accepted at al). We have a short stock 
here, and the advance in prices we have just 
made is nothing in proportion to advances 
that have been made on an open market 
under circumstances less faverable than those 
now existing.”’ 

Mr. J.S.Ulmann said: ‘The importers have 
not appeared before the Ways and Means 
Committee for the purpose of influencing 
tariff legislation, believing it to be the 
policy of the party in power to in- 
crease duties, They have, however, investi- 
gated the matter with a view to ascertaining 
what bas been the actual duty paid during the 
past three years, and the result shows an av- 
erage rate of duty amounting to 105 per cent. 
In muking up the tabjes from which this re- 
sult was obtained the actual cost of the glass 
free on board in Antwerp, iucluding packing, 
was alone made the basis of calculation. In 
addition there is the freight, insurance, com- 
missions and various other expenses which 
must be added to the cost before the glase 
reaches the importer’s store. Tbese altogether 
amount to an additions! ten per cent. which 
makes a total of about 115 to 125 ¢ added to the 
cost of the goods before we market them. 

“When the American manufacturers went 
before the Ways and Means Committee they 
advocated an increase in the duty on window 
glass. Whether such an increase is necessary 
we leave unanswered in view of the state- 
ment presented at Springfleld. The Ameri- 
can window glass industry has been estab- 
lished over 100 years, and if the American 
manufacturers can only do business under a 
tariff that protects them to the extent of 110 
to 125 , thereby making the consumer of glass 
pay for their privilege of continuing tne in- 
dustry in this country, would it not be well 
tor them to try some other line of business. 
Any artiele of general consumption that ig 
overtaxed is not protected because it does 
away with the actual basis upon whick an in- 





.dustry may be profitably eonducted by in- 


creasing home competition and leading to a 
congested condition of the market. There- 
fore, it is no more than just to the consumer 
that the duties on window glass should be 
reduced,

Boston, Feb. 8, 1890. 

The Paint and Oil Ciub, cf New England, 
held its regular monthly meeting and dinner 
at the Parker House this afternoon at 2 
o’clock. There were about fifty members 
present, including all the out-of town resi- 
dents but two. The gueste of the club were: 
Governor J. Q. A. Brackett; Surgeon-Genera] 
A. F. Holt, of the Governor's staff; Daniel U. 
Chamberlain, president of the Cambridge Gas 
Light Company; and Frank Fairbanks, of Col- 
lins & Fairbanks, Boston, 

President Pratt presided. 

At the conclusion of the dinner, the post- 
prandial exercises were begun by President 
Pratt introducing, as the first speaker, Gov- 
ernor Brackett, who was received with enthu- 
siastic applause. . 

The Governor said, during his remarks, that 
he neither expected nor intended to hold any 
other office after he had retired from the 
governor's chair, and thought the high office 
he now held was a fitting climax fora man's 
political career. He alluded in a pleasant 
manner to former occasions when he had 
dined with the Paint and Oil Club as its guest.

Mr. Peck, of Providence, said that he really 
did not know exactly what the details of this 
agreement were, but he would vouch that all 
the merchants of Providence would join those 
of Boston in almost any agreement that they 
might make.

Mr. Peck of Providence, explained the sen- 
timents of the dealer in his city, by stating 
that he had been to see nearly all of the Prov- 
idence firms, all of whom had expressed their 
willingness to raise the price of white lead, ex- 
cept one firm, and that firm would do so if 
Boston did. Mr. Peck had no doubt that Prov- 
idenee would acquiesc > to any agreement Bos- 
ton might propose.

Mr. Wheeler then read from manuscript, 
from which these notes are taken: Since 
paint was first used as a preservative and 
ornament for wood and other materials, lin- 
seed oil has been considered as an essential 
component in its manufacture. Many years 
ago our supply of the best quality of oil came 
from Holland, and known to the trade as “cold 
pressed Dutch oil.” Our first-class painters 
would use no other in mixing their pigmente, 
They claimed that it was exceedingly dense, 
and would make their work more durable to 
withstand the changes of weather and the 
ravages of time: These facts could not be 
denied, and as they held control of all the best 
work to be done, any attempt to interfere or 
introduce new ideas would have met with cer- 
tain defeat. Steam machinery has displaced 
the old-fashioned wooden press, and with it 
the old Dutch oil, but some few still boast of 
its wonderful properties. Intelligent artisans 
and manufacturers, as well as those engaged 
in scientific pursuits, are always seeking new 
devices to supercede the old in the accom- 
plishment of their aims. Mr. Wheeler then

be made. The outlook does not seem encour- 
aging to crushers. The tendency is unques- 
tionably to accumulation, and, as has been 
repeatedly pointed out, accumulations must 
be worked off.

Another slight falling off inthe supply of 
seed in public warehouses was shown by the 
Official statement of the inspector at the be- 
ginning of the week. Stocks last Monday 
morning amounted 336,133 bushels, as against 
350,107 bushels a week before. On the corres- 
ponding date of last year the supply was 215,- 
517 bushels. On none of the dates indicated 
was there any seed on hand below No. 1 (con- 
tract) grade,

supply and demand will justify. As to the 
first of these, it is likely that there will be an 
element of uncertainty for some time tocome 
owing to the difficulty in forming a correct 
estimate as to the quantity of seed held back, 
This constitutes one of the perplexing factors 
of the situation, inasmuch as it is a point as to 
which those who might be supposed to be 
best informed profess entire ignorance, There 
is talk of an unusually and unexpectedly 
larger reservation for sowing purposes, also 
of bad roads and difficulties in the way of get- 
ting the crop to market, and it is bruited 
about that a “‘cold snap” of any pronounced 
duration might result in considerably freer 
receipts. How much all this gossip. is worth, 
it is not easy to tell. On the face of things, 
more liberal arrivals would indicate cheaper 
seed, and cheaper material would not unnat- 
urally imply that an advance in the manufac. 
tured product was unlikely. Opposed to this 
argument, however, (which, at best, is based 
upon an uncertainty) is the reflection that, in 
the first place, as matters stands at present, 
there are not likely to be any receipts which 
would be apt to induce any decided break in 
veed, and,in the second place, the market 
value of the raw material isonly one of the 
elements which enters into the price of oil. A 
certain class of disbursemunts must be made 
during the entire vear, whether mills run on 
whole or half time: barrels for oil mill still 
cost 2@2s¢c per gallon of capacity: bagging 
for cake will remain at figures which repre- 
sent a cost of $1 25 foreach ton sold, and the 
prospects of any rise in cake are extremely 
slim. In view of all these considerations, the 
western trade is not making any calculations 
for the future based upon a hypothetical 
drop in oil. The interruption in the entente 
cordiale between producers,on the one hard 

and jobbers and consumers on the other, 

which was rather sharply defined a few 
months since has apparently a good deal 
abated, anda better understanding seems to 


The market for cash seed opened on Monday 
with increased receipts and larger offerings. 
A good demand existed, however, and the 
market was favorable to sellers. A firm feei- 
ing prevailed and No. 1 advanced to $137. 
The same state of affairs existed on Tuesday, 
No. 1 selling at $1 3714@1 38, mainly at the out- 
side, at which figures the market closed. Bag 
lots were at 4@}<c discount. On Wednesday 
$1 38 was again bid, but although there were 
15 cars in, nearly all was delivered to local 
mills on previous contracts, and the only 
offerings were of stored seed, for which hold- 
ers wanted more money. As a result there 
were no trausactions. The firmness of feeling 
was not abated on Thursday. There were 
buyers at $1 38, but little came on the market. 
Two of the ten cars inspected in were graded 
as rejected, but they were not offered, al- 
though quotably 2@3c lower, according to 
quality. There was not much business done 
on Friday, chiefly because of light offerings, 
but No. 1 remained firm at $1 38, with a fair 
demand. Lower grades were not mentioned. 
To-day’s market continued firm, and the few 
cars obtainable readily brought $138. Local 
crushers absorbed most of the arrivals, and 
offerings remained—as through all the week— 
very light. Sales reported on the floor of 
*Change foot up 2244 cars, of which one-fourth 
of a car was in bags. 

Very little intcr:st has been shown in the 
speculative market. May has been the only 
future delivery in which any interest has been 
manifested. During the first four days of the 
week $1 42 was bid daily. This offer, however, 
was rejected by sellers, who demanded $1 4334 
on Monday, $144 on Tuesday, and $1 4344 on 
Wednesday Thursday, and showing a differ- 
ence of 1@l}4c between buyers and sellers, 
which might have been bridged over had there 
been any pronounced disposition on either 
side. Yesterday there was a small sule (1,000 
bushels) at $1 44, the highest price named 
during the week, but after this both sellers 
and buyers relapsed into quietude. To-day 
there were no sales of futures. The best bid 
obtainable was $1 43, but sellers advanced 
their ideas to $1 444, and offered little at that,

OILs, 

In the cotton oil market, business during the 
week, although by not any means phenomi- 
nally active, has been fairly satisfactory. The 
general feeling is one of firmness on the part 
of holders, and large buyers have found it 
necessary to supply their wants. There isan 
excellent inquiry for crude, which continues 
high, a prime article commanding 28@29¢ for 
round lots, and buyers are not asking for 
small quantities. Summer yellow is, propor- 
tionally, in not quite so good demand, al- 
though there is a fair movement, even apart 
from deliveries on contract. 

Cablegrams report sales of about 6,600 tierces 
of oleo in the Holland market, as against some 
1,000 tierces last week. The activity, howev- 
er, is attributable not so much to churners’ 
necessities as to low prices. The week opened 
with fancy grades at 48@*2 florins, although 
later sales were made at 54 florens. These 
prices were 4 florins higher than those ruling 
a year ago, but were not satisfactory either to 
exporters or to holders at Rotterdam. Fair 
quality range from 40@46 florius, or about 2 
florins below the average of the same week of 
i-89, Of inferior grades there was a single 
sale reported at 33 fiorins, which was some 8 
flurins below last year’s price. The weakness of 
inferior oleo is probably due to free offerings 
of cheap substitutes, an’ melters are begin- 
ning to manufacture better qualities. What 
the near future wili bring furth in Rotterdam, 
it is not easy to predict. Importers and churners 
seem to be well supplied, and stocks on the way 
are estimated at about 13,570 tes. Still the course 
of the market is entirely conjectural. The 
local market is dull, and no one manifests any 
particular interest in it. 


PAINTS. 

February has opened in a manner which 
serves to encourage the hopes of dealers. The 
excellent demand which characterized the 
month of January has continued during the 
past week; in fact, some of the larger houses 
report an increase as gratifying as it had been 
unexpected. Nor has this improvement been 
confined to any one particular branch of 
business, but seems to have been general in 
all departments, with comparatively few ex- 
ceptions, 

White lead continues to move rapidly, and 
if reports of corroders and jobbers are to be 
accepted there is certainly no danger of any 
accumulation of stocks. The market remains 
very firm and altogether unchanged. Jobbers 
are maintaining prices very firmly and corro- 
ders, of course, are acting asa unit, Consum- 
ers are gradually becoming accustomed to the 
altered aspect of the situation, and the slight 
check induced by the latter’s hesitancy has 
been practically removed. 

So far as prices are concerned, there are 
literally no changes to be noted. The general 
list remains firm—in fact, in view of bed-rock 
valuations and a reasonably brisk demand, it 
would be preposterous to expect anything 
else. Dry colors and mixed paints, alike, hold 
theirown. There seems to be some prospect 
that the seed sown by the members of the re- 
cent Detroit convention will prove to have 
falien upon fruitful ground. A featureless 
market in quicksilver vermilion, at un- 
changed prices, is reported. Barytes holds ite 
own, although only in very moderate request. 
Chalk and china clay are both slow; as re- 
gards the former, the situation is abeolutely 
uninteresting, while the latter shows a hardly 
assertable tendency toward greater stiffness. 
Paris green is reported in active request. 
There is no change in prices on the part 
of either combination’ or independent 
manufacturers, the latter offering freely 
at one cent below the former. In this market 
the former seem to have the preference, so 
far as business is concerned, although both 
classes of producers are doing more business 
respectively than either of them would, per- 
haps, care to solicit. 


DRUGS. 


While some lines of business show some fall- 
ing off during the week, as compared with 
some of those which have preceded it, trade 
during the six weeks just ended has been of a 
most satisfactory character. 

Local jobbers have found it necessary to 
modify their views, somewhat, as to the posi- 
tion of opium. There seems to be a disposi- 
tion just now to question whether the Ameri- 
can market does not exhibit some tendency 
toward concentration. At all events, prices 
show a substantial advance, the gum selling, 
in a jobbing way, at about $4, with powdered 
at $535. The feeling is firm, but at the same 
time there cannot be perceived much disposi- 
tion to buy for a rise; in other words, the de- 
mand is disposed to be consumptive rather 
than speculative. Morphine has sympathized 
with opium, ounces being billed to day at $3@ 
3 10, according to brand. 

In quinine there is a strong feeling, but 
prices have shown no tendency to advance. 
Manufacturers’ (foreign) agents are quoting 
the same figures, nor do jobbers exhibit any 
marked tendency to weaken prices, although 
100-0z cans may be quoted at 34@3ic. Agents 
evince a more pronounced rcadiness to accept 
contracts, and the week’s business has hardly 
equaled, in volume, that of a week ago, but 
distribution to consumers is very fair. In 
fact, the latter circumstance is one of the 





most hopeful indications of the market,and as 
wholesalers are indisposed to sell for specula- 
tive purposes the general condition of affairs 
may be called altogether healthy. 

Several changes may be noticed in the gen- 
eral list. In essential oils, Sanderson's oil of 
lemon is a trifle easier, being quoted at $1 5”: 
per contra, the same brand of o11 of bergamot 
has somewhat appreciated, jobbing at $335. 
Ipecac root, also, has been advanced, the 
whole commanding $230 and the powdered 
$2 40 per pound, an appreciation of 5c for the 
week. Cubebs are a trifle easier, Jobbing at 
$180@1 90. Marsh mallow root is firmer and 
brings 80c. Camphor shows a decided upward 
turn, bringing 52c in barrels and 55c in smaller 
quantities. If report is to be credited there 
exists in the East a desire to purchase all the 
stocks in sight, at least some Western holders, 
it is said, have been offered an attractive 
price during the past week for their entire 
supply. Lithium salts have all declined and 
are said to be rather weak. Dovers powder, 
pro?ably in sympathy with opium, is a little 
firmer, being quoted at $1 25 per pound. Men- 
thol is strong and much higher, to-day’s job 
bing price being $4 25 for pound lots and 35c 
for single ounces. 

A new concern for the manufa-ture of 
drugs and medicines has been incorporated 
here this week, to be known as the Searle & 
Hereth Co. of Chisago; capital stock, $150,000; 
incorporators, Wm. A. Krug, John A. Henry 
and Edward A. Filkins. 

CHEMICALS AND DYES, 

The past week has witnessed only a moder- 
ate activity in chemicals. A good many orders 
have been placed, but they have not, as a rule, 
been for large quantities. In other words, 
buyers still seem disposed to pursue the same 
policy of “masterly inactivity” which has 
characterized their operations since the re- 
action in the market first set in. They are all 
willing to admit their errors of judgment in 
the past, but they one and all incline to the 
belief just now that prices have finally reached 
the “top level,” and that further waiting 
can’t possibiy put them in a worse position 
than they are to-day. Consequently, they are 
content to buy what they need,withont antic- 
ipating the future. In this belief they are 
rather encouraged by the representatives of 
some foreign houses, who admit that values 
have advanced about enough to cover the en- 
hanced cost of material, and that any farther 
appreciation is likely to induce a reaction, 
which might result in a disturbance of the 
present position of affairs. 

Heavy chemicals are in good request, though 
chiefly in a jobving way. Carbonated soda 
ash and refined alkali remain in substantially 
the same position, as to supply and vemand 
which they have occupied for the past few 
months. That is to say, the demand, while 
fair, is not extraordinary, but the scarcity of 
supplies on spot, and the difficulty experienced 
in filling orders, cause a very strong feeling. 
Spot goods are worth what the holder and 
buyer can agree upon, and quotations are 
from 1 75 to 2 cents, according to circum- 
stances. It takes about four months to have 
an order fill d, and goods to arrive are not 
offered below 1 70@1 7ic. 

Caustic soda ash continues to attract little 
attention. There is about the usual inquiry, 
which is of very moderate proportions, and 
nominal quotations are about 1 6(@1 75c. 

Caustic soda exhibits a decided appreciation 
in market values, holdings to-day being ona 
basis of 2 80@2 85c for 60%, at which some sales 
of 70% and 74% are reported. There isonlya 
very moderate quantity in sight here, and 
there exists a fairly brisk inquiry. It cannot 
be learned that any contracts are being made 
at these figures, the general feeling, on the 
part of both buyers and sellers being too sen- 
sitive. Just how these purchasers feel who 
refused contracts offered at prices ranging all 
the way from 2 45@2 57}¢c is a matter of con- 
jecture. Cablegrams indicate a strong foreign 
market, and letters from Eastern points only 
serve to deepen the feeling thus engendered. 
In fact, some representatives of English 
makers absolutely decline to accept offers on 
the present basis until instructed by cable. 

Forsalt cake a good deal of inquiry is heard, 
but few sales are reported. Local brokers are 
offering English brands—contracts for the 
first half of the year—at 85c, and say that they 
are not anxious to book orders at these 
figures, because they believe that the firmness 
of the market Indicates an upward tendency 
of prices. Buyers, however, appear to be un- 
willing to take more than their existing neces- 
sit es require. 

Tnere is about the normal consumptive in- 
quiry for sal soda. Manufacturers experiences 
no difficulty in finding a ready outlet for their 
output, and the market is in a condition far 
more satisfactory to producers. Prices have 
advanced to #) cents for domestic brands, and 
are being firmly maintained. The cause is 
partly a sympathetic reaction induced by ad- 
vices from the east, but chiefly restsin the 
fact that manufacturers have at last realized 
the absolute necessity of obtai.ing more 
money for their product in view of the en- 
hanced cost of the raw material. 

As regards bleaching powder, while there 
cannot be said to have been any increase in 
the volume ot business transacted, the tone of 
this market is unquestionably very strong, 
though mainly in sympathy with advices from 
abroad. Sellers are still usking 1 80@§$1 85, but 
buyers are few and indifferent. 


OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER, 


Cream tartar is quiet, not to say dull, the 
demand being of a very limited sort, and en- 
tirely of a restricted jobbing character. Prices 
are steady but unchanged. The reports of an 
easier feeling in argols have rather checked 
the expectations of any advance in the near 
future. : 

In acids there has been the usual business at 
unchanged prices, and the market has been 
featureless, The request has been very quiet 
and items of interest are altogether lacking. 
Oxalic acid remains very week owing to the 
expectation that the eastern market is li ely 
to be glutted through over-production. So 
far as can be ascertained, the recent drop 
found no large stocks On nand in this market, 
nor, in the present condition of affairs, are 
stocks likely to be suddenly or largely aug- 
mented. 

Blue vitrol has shown considerable more 
strength, a circumstance which is attributa- 
ble partly to sympathy with the improvement 
in the general market for chemicals and 
partly to the more active inquiry which is in- 
cident, in a measure, to the season. To-day's 
quotations are 5144@53¢c,. and although sales 
at the inside are reported the general feeling 
may be said to be quite firm.

The Phosphate Beds of Florida.* 


BY ALBERT R. LEDOUX, M.S., PH. D. 


A trip to Western Florida to-day reminds 
one of the early days of the oil fever in Penn- 
Sylvania, or the “boom” of a new Western 
mining camp. 
barrens or among the hammocks you may 
meet the prospector with hie augur. Wealthy 
men from Boston, Philadelpbia and New York 
are in camp and shifting from day to day, as 
the tide of discovery flows—now here, now 
there. The county newspapers are in hyster- 
ics and are rapidly wearing out their display 
types. And the “Cracker’’- the typical Flor- 
ida poor white who “lives on gophers all sum- 
mer and on Yankees all winter’—he is as 
1éarly stirred up to animation and as nearly 
excited as he can well be. His land that 
he valued at $2 or $3 per acre a few 
months ago is now sought after at 
$l, $30, $100 per acre, and indeed I saw 
one poor fellow quite insane who was 
paid $300 for an option on his land who before 
had, perhaps, never seen a twenty dollar bill, 
He could not stand the sudden prosperity. 

Before particularly describing the deposits 
or the material in detail, we may, with profit, 
glance for a moment at the general subject of 
commercial phosphate deposits. 

There are two extremes—one the freshly de- 
posited bird dung, as on the islands of the 
Pacific, and the other the crystallized apatite 
in our oldest rocks. It is a well known Ger- 
man saying among scientists, **Ohne Phosphor 
kein Leben"’—without phosphorous no life— 
and, iadeed, many reversing the maxim be- 
lieve that “Ohne Leben kein Phosphor,” and 
think that the fact of phosphates beirg found 
in oldest rocks is a proof of organic existence 
away back in so-called **Azoic” ages. 

Between the mineral apatite and the bird 
deposits we have every stage of transforma. 
tion. When on the granite and slate islands 
of Peru, where rain is hardly known, only fer- 
mentation can take place, we find the phos- 
phoric acid largely soluble, and combined 
mechanically with oxalates, urates, etc., whica 
when in solution will render soluble the di- 
phosphates also. But where these bird de- 
posits are made within the rain belt and have 
been subjected to this action for ages, the 
soluble phosphate has leached out along with 





the ammonia and other saline and 
soluble components, and we have the 
deposits of which Avis and Orchilla 
islands are a tyse. But there is an- 


other possible transformation,and that is when 
the deposit is made on coral or limestone is- 
lands. Here the leavhing produces a double 
decomposition_,and phosphates of lime are 
produced that may form bluffs and hills, as at 
Aruba and Gran Connetable, for example. 
Sometimes the base may be all or in part iron 
or alumina, io all gradations from a small pro- 
portion to complete alteration into those less 
desirable phosphates. While there are many 
peculiarities, yet from the birds is the chief 
source of our tropical phosphate beds, It 
was once my fortune to obtain reliable data 
as to the rate of these deposits at the present 
day. 

Some clients of mine sent aship to a coral 
island in the Southern Pacific to bring away a 
cargo of bird guano. The birds were still 
there in countless thousands. The captain 
had been there for a load years before 
and since that time no guano had 
been removed. At his first visit the crew 
had cleaned off a space and made a house of 
coral rock and, covering it with a sail, had 
used it for asheiter und store -house while at 
work. On leaving, the sail was taken away 
and the walls and board floor left. On the re- 
turn, twenty years after, there was an aver- 
age depth of twenty inches over the tloor—an 
inch a year! The underlying limestone was 
altered into phosphate for a depth of several 
feet, gradually coptaining more and more 
carbonate in depth. 

Besides the birds proper, there are many de- 
posits due to bats, whose caves in Cuba have 
furnished many cargoes of guano, recognized 
at once by the myriads of undigested horny

wings of ins-cts it contains. There are also 
large deposits of seal guano in several locali- 
ties. These all may be considered of almost 
contemporary and primary origin, geologic- 
ally speaking. But there is another class still 
that is of intense interest as well as great 
value. Following the Devonian age of fishes 
came the aquatic reptiles, not alone strange 
in their appearance but in their wonderfu! 
abundance, 

In England tre “Coprolite” beds formed by 
their fossil excrements and remains cover a 
larve part of Suffolk and Cambridgeshire and 
have yielded thousands of tons annually. In 
France, Germany, Norway, Spain, Austria and 
Russia these beds are regularly mined. The 
Jast-named beds being 20,000 square versts in 
area. Theentire structure of the Sombrero 
Island isa bone breccia, requiring blasting. 
Others again are nearly pure alumina-phos- 
phate and of uncertain origin. 

Coming back to our own country, be- 
sides the Canadian Apatite, we have 
the maris that extend along the Atlantic 
coast from New Jersey to Florida of the 
Eocene and Miocene. In these marls, on the 
Cooper and Ashley rivers in South Carolina, 
occur the famous phosphate beds. These are 
different from any others previously described 
and since their discovery in 1867 have produced 
millions in money, as well as being the salva- 
tion of the farmers in the whole sandy belt of 
the Southern States, the use of commercial 
fertilizers of which they form the base, in this 
country, extending day by day until not only 
throughout the Seuth, but throughoutall our 
Northern and Middle States they are the main 
dependence of an increasing number of agri- 
culturists., 

Years ago Ruffin of Virginia and Tuomey cf 
South Carolina noted the abundance of nod- 
ules, or mar! stones, in the mar! beds of South 
Carolina, and also the large percentage of 
phosphoric acid which the maris contained, 
but they did not seem to have analyzed the 
stones themselves, or realized that they were 
of any value agriculturally. Perbaps they 
were not to be blamed for this, since some of 
the land out of which these phosphate nodules 
are now taken are the most barren in the 
State. Ihave analyzed samples of soil con- 
taining over six per cent. of phosphoric acid, 
but so barren of other elements of plant food 
that nothing would grow upon then, It was 
upon -ueh lands that Ravenel produced such 
astonishing results by planting green crops 
and plowing them under. Their decomposi- 
tion furnishing the organic elements lncking, 
and aiding in the solution of the insoluble 
phosphate. so that a subsequent crop could be 
grown with great success, 

The phosphate beds constitute the most 
wonderfut collection of these fossil remains 
tor variety and extent which we have in the 
East. Associated with the phosphate nodules 
which vary in size from a pea to masses of oc- 
casionally 100 pounds, are the bones of fishes, 
the teeth of great sharks, the fossil horse, ele- 
phant, &c., representing many geological 
uges. It is to be noted that these bones, teeth 
und other remains are only tound associated 
with the marl stones and Lot in them, a point 
which is of great interest in considering the 
vrigin of these Charleston pits. This ques- 
tion of their origin is most fuscinating, 
and has had my attention for several years 
but neitrer time nur text will admit of its 
discussion here. I will notice but one or two 
theories which have been advanced. By some 
these are believed to be segregations from 
the surrounding mar}, by others the product 
of mollusks such as Lingula pyramidata, 
which is found in large masses on the present 
coast, whose shell is priocipaily composed of 
phosphate of lime instea:l of carbonate, Others 
still believe that these masses represent the 
remains of ancient bird deposits on coral 
islands whieh, by successive submergence and 
emergence, by tide and river action, have 
been broken up, rounded ard scattered 
through the sand, the same action ac- 
cumulating and concentrating the other fos- 
sil remains into an accidental association. 

The companies owning these deposits in 
South Carolina are said to have paid in divi- 
dends over $400,000 during 1889, and mined 

23.720 tons, the profit being th refore @eout 
$l per ton onthe average. Of this amoun. 
95,000 tons were manufactured into fertil.ceas 
at Charleston, 46,000 tons sent to interi 
points, such as Atlanta, for treatment; 221. 
tons sent coustwiee, principally to Baltimore 
Philadelphia coming next. Richmond next 
and New York next in quantity reces;o 
while 156,000 tons were e* ported, 

The rock is either dug from the grouna 
pitting and trenching—called land rock 
dredged from the beds of creeks and rivers— 
called river rock—the latter has to be kiin 
dried before shipment.

Al- 
though there is a general sentiment that cot- 
ton oil isa good purchase at present figures, 
buyers have not manifested so much interest 
in the market as during the past two weeks, 
forthe reason probably that they are well 
supplied by recent transactions. They are 
expected to come into the market for larger 
quantities in a few days. The movement does 
not assist to stiffen values, but holders 
are sufficiently firm in their views without 
any additional influence. Prime crude oil 
is being released with reluctance at 28c, the 
uniform asking price being 28\4c, but we fear 
of no business at the latter figure, and buyers 
can still obtain supp.ies at 28c, although meet- 
ing with some difficulty in doing so, Stocks 
are ample and the lard trade is not an import- 
ant buyer this season, owing to the unsatis- 
factory prices for lard, but important uses 
have sprung up from other sources sufficient 
to cause a very liberal movement since crush- 
ing of seed commenced. In addition to the in- 
creased home demand is the large export outlet 
and were it not for the scarcity of freight room 
we would have more business to report. Sum- 
mer yellow is on a very steady basis appar- 
ently, at 3c for prime grades, but it is not so 
popular as thecr: de product at presentso far 
as the home demand is concerned, as the lat- 
ter is bought by local concerns who convert 
it into refined. In a short time all interest 
will be centered on refined, as prime qual- 
ity of crude oil will not last forever. Low 
grades have had no opportunity 
to become distributed but their 
time is coming and it will not 
be long until the market is flooded with them. 
The agricultural department has sent outa 
statement concerning this industry, which is 
interesting for its novelty, and so far as we 
can learn is far from the actual facts, The 
statement referred to is as follows: 

“The proportion of seed sold to oil mills 
has been found difficult to estimate, but it is 
apparently not much over twenty-five per 
cent. of the crop, possibly between 900,000 and 
1,000,000 tons. The largest proportion re 
ported is in Louisiana, followed by Georgia, 
Arkansas, Texas, Mississippi, Alabama and the 
Carolinas, The average State prices as con- 
solidated are: The Carolinas and Georgia i18c 
per bushel, Tennessee l7c, Florida l6c, Ala 
bama and Mississippi 15c, Louisiana lic, Texas 
and Arkansas 13c.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is slow of sale as prcs- 
pective buyers are inclined to await the offer- 
ing of supplies on the A. M. Smull which ar- 
rived on Saturday with about 45u tons. A 
large portion of the stock has already been 
disposed of for consummptioh, and the balance 
is held at 5 45c, without influencing businsss. 
As the future of the market gives promise of 
better resuits,holders are not disposed to meet 
buyers views.The store price is 55¢c, Cocbin 
oil is still quoted at 644c without business. 
Traders in this article canoot account fur the 
apparent decline in the movement. They 
acknowledge that large soap makers are not 
sending in orders as formerly, but no reason 
is assigned and the natural conclusion is that 
either the character of the manufactured pro- 
duct has been changed or another raw mute- 
rial is being substituted for Cochin oil. 

Olive oil values are being well maintained. 
There is no uniform price as holders endeavor 
to realize what;they can independent of com- 
petitors. The lowest figure is 87gc and most 
of the business is done at that, but we hear of 
sales at 95c for Italian grades. Importers con- 
tinue to receive firm advices from the primary 
markets and they express the belief that 
rates willnot be lower for sometime. The 
movement is light and in a jobbing wuy. 





Animaland Fish Olis. 

There is no feature of special interest in 
this line. A very quiet feeling has prevailed 
and prices remain unaltered in any particular. 
If lard, tallow and other greases would get 
out of the rut of low and unsatisfactory 
prices, there would be more show for animal 
and fish oils. Lard oil is still being sold at 524@ 
53c for prime clty grades and the steady mar- 
ket rather increases the movement, 
as buyers have more confidence and 
are disposed to operate on a larger scale. 


Although crude sperm oil.is held at 7c in 
New Bedford, a lot of 150 bbis recently arrived 
in New York changed hands during the week 
at 65c for export. The buyer was considered 
fortunate as the market is expected to favor 
holders. There is nothing to say about whale 
oil, as no business can be done owing to the 
absence of supplies. 

Whalebone is steady at former prices of 
$4 50 for Arctic and $3 75 per Db for Japan 
bone. The latter is in most demand on ac- 
count of the difference in price. The stock of 
bone is distributed as follows:

REPORT BY CONSUL BARTLETT, 
LOUPE. 


I have the honor to transmit herewitha 
letter from the French secretary of state to 
the governor of Guadeloupe, and also a peti- 
tion from the manufacturers of lard to the 
chamber of commerce of Nantes concerning 
American lard, which were published in the 
Official Gazette No. 69, dated August 27, 18°9. 


I am led to believe that there will be no 
action taken at the forthcoming session of 
the general council, which takes place in De- 
cember next. And I hardly think it will even 
be brought up for discussion, but at some fu- 
ture session I can not say what influence may 
be brought 'o bear upon that honorable body. 
In any event, I am quite certain that the 
manufacturers of lard in France will do all 
they can to stop the importation of lard from 
the United States, as they prefer doing the 
adulteration themselves. 


Avy One can see by the large quantities of 
cottonseed oil exported from the United 
States to France, that there must be some use 
for it, either as a mixture for olive oil or lard.

Oil Cake. 


The oil cake market has finally reached $20 50, 
and a higher figure is not obtainable here, 
according to the statements of dealers, who 
attribute the apparent stagnation and low 
prices to free offerings from every port, in- 
stead of the business being concentrated at 
one source Of supply, and foreign trade solic- 
ited from that point.

Srr:--I have the honor to address to youa 
copy of a letter which was written to us by the 
manufacturers of salted provisions and lards 
in our district. The signers of this!etter have 
at different times requested us to transmit to 
the department de la marine et des colonies 
well-founded observations on the condition 
in which their industry is placed in conse- 
quence of the custom-house regulations of 
the French colonies; now they rest their com- 
plaints upon new grounds. 






























The American lards gradually have sup- 
planted, in collonial consumption, those which 
were formerly furnished by the mother 
country until at present our exports of lards 
to Martinique and Gaudeloupe are virtually 
nothing. Now, this fact can1ot be explained 
solely by a difference in price existing be- 
tween American and French lards; it is prin- 
cipally due, it appears, to the fact that our 
colonies receive, under the name of lard, adul- 
terated and unwholesome products which 
bear about the same relation to genuine lard 
as margarine does to butter. 


Perhaps it would be difficult for our colon- 
ial authorities, considering the special corps 
of officials required by chemical inspections, 
to have all American lards examined before 
they are placed on the market; perbaps, also, 
the Government would hesitate to order ab- 
solute pruhibition of the importation of tnese

DRUG REPORTER, 


Gentlemen—We have just called your at- 
tention to a fraud which is committed ona 
large scale, and entails a considerable loss to 
our agriculture. 


In fact, almost the entire quantity of Amer- 
ican lards which are imported into France and 
our colonies contains an average of 50 per 
cent. of cottonseed oil. To be convinced of 
this fraud it is only necessary to refer to the 
lawsuit which took place recently in England. 
(See Union Bretounc, August 9, 1888, Eeperance 
du Peuple, August 27, 1888.) 


It is evidently impossible for the French 
manufacturers, to meet such dishonest compe- 
tition, so, whiie the average price of lard Is 
about 145 francs per 100 kilograms, the selling 
price of this fraudulent lard can be fixed 
thus:

50 kilograms pure American lard, at 120

That is to say, a difference of 45 francs per 
100 kilograms. 


Viewed from the point of commercial moral- 
ity, one can not but be astonished to see the 
Government tolerate such a fraud in lard, 
since, per contra, there exists a law of recent 
date which condems the adulteration of but- 
ter and compels the dealers to stamp upon 
every package, the contents of which are 
adulterated, the label “Graisse alimentaire.” 


Thanks to these proceedings, the market of 
our colonies is entirely supplied by American 
lards, and that of France also to a great de- 
gree. Atdifferent times we have furnished 
you numerous documents incontrovertibly 
substantiating these facts; we content our- 
selve: now with calling your attention to the 
following figures. There was exported from

Without speaking of the Joss of freight to 
our merchant marine, see the consequences 
which must likewise result to our agriculture. 


In view of this condition of affairs the man- 
ufacturers of salted provisions and lards will 
only buy those hogs which will yield the small- 
est quantity of lard, that ie tosay, those weigh- 
ing from 60 to 80 kilograms, and reject those 
weighing more than from 85 to 120 kilcgrams. 
This will evidently result in a decrease in the 
meat product, fur premiums won at fairs can 
not destroy the effect of restrictions imposed 
by commerce. 


The remedy for this sad condition of affairs 
would beto tax American lards 30 francs per 
109 kilograms; in a word to protect our native 
production as other countries do theirs. 


All commercial correspondence shows be- 
yond contradiction that the enormous outlay 
which we make tor our colonies only serves 
to make a market for foreign products. 

By referring elsewhere to the duties which 
are levied on French products on their entry 
into America, it would be seen that 30 francs 
1s a mpderate figure.

We find inthe Liverpool Evening Express, of 
June 30, 1888, the synopsis of a trial which we 
deem it advisable to publish. 

It treats of the frauds which are perpetrated 
in American lards. It particularly concerns a 
branch of trade most important in our city,as 
well as many grocers, and, above all, the con- 
sumers themselves, and consequently the 
public health. Why, then, should we refrain 
trom calling our readers’ attention to this 
grave question. Below is a resume of the 
trial. 

Several wholesale dealers and importers of 
Liverpool have been summoned before the 
court of that city for selling American lards 
which did not conform to the requirements of 
the law, either in character, substance or 
quality. 

Mr. Marcks, as a member of the health com- 
mittee, conducted the prosecution. He said 
that on May 14. Inspector Baker, whose duty 
it is to supervise the sale of all food preducts, 
visited the establishment of the defendants. 
He secured a sample and submitted it for an- 
alysis to Dr. Campbell Brown, who gave a cer- 
tificate to the effect that the lard he analyzed 

contained considerably more than 40 per cent 
of a mixture of cottonseed oil, stearine, and 
mutton or beef suet. 

Dr. Brown, beiug called, said that he be- 
lieved that the lard he analyzed contained 
even more than 50 per cent of the mixture. 
He added that the production of cottunseed 
oilin the United States amounts annually to 
between 180,000,000 and 200,000,000 pounds, and 
that one-half of it is used to adulterate the 
product which is sold under the name of “‘re- 
tined lard. 

Dr. Brown still further added that, while 
genuine lard is worth 42s. 6d. per 100 pounds, 
cottonseed oil is only worth 22s. 6d. and beef 
suet 30 shillings. The fraudulent manufac- 
turers reap an enormous profit, which isa 
grievous blow to the honest manufacturers 
who sell the genuine article, and at the same 
time the consumers are buying a commodity 
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which is fraudulent, defective and improper. 
The defendants were convicted. 


The reading of this trial reminds us that La 
Soleil, of July 7, mentions a case where one 
hundred soldiers of the One Hundredth regi- 
ment, at Perpignan, were poisoned, it is said, 
by the use of American grease in preparing 
codfish.

Petroleum in Kentucky. 


The following account of work in the Ken- 
tucky oil territory we find in the American 
Manufacturer: 

The Kentucky Oil Company, of Somerset, 
Ky., is the principal operator in that field, and 
has nearly 70,000 acres under lease, and is 
making arrangements to immediately de- 
velop the same at different points. 

In the well near Somerset, mentioned last 
week, oil wasstruck at a depth of 85 feet. Pre- 
vious to boring this well the company had 
put down another one in a northeast direc- 
tion,about four or five miles distant, in which 
the same oil rock was struck near the surface 
but with only a meagre showing of oil. The 
company then moved southwest about four 
miles, as stated, and having secured the flow 
of oil, was convinced that the dip in that lo 
ca'ity was to the southwest, and was further 
impressed with thefact because many years 
before some wells were drilled in the neigh- 
borhood of about 40 miles southwest of the 
well referred tc, one of which developed a 
capicity of 1,200 barrels and another of 400 
barrels per day. Concluding that the oil- 
bearing rock was too near the surface in the 
immediate locality in which they were at 
work, to find oil in paying quantities, they 
took out several barrels of oil, plugged the 
well and stopped operations there. Then go- 
ing into Russell county, in the vicinity of the 
400-barrel well above mentioned, they pro- 
cured leases on a large tract of land, which it 
is their intention to fully test at an early day. 

The well in Russell county, already referred 
to, was operated some 20 or 30 years ago, a re- 
finery naving been near the well, but during 
their operations there wasa great depression 
in the price of oil, and about that time their 
tank was destroyed by fire, and in addition, 
having no means of transporting thcir pro- 
ducts, except in wagons for a long distance to 
the railroad, they could no longer operate the 
well at a profit, so concluded to abandon and 
plug it. The oil is still to be seen, and is of 
the same character as that obtained near Som- 
erset 

At the time referred to there were some 
wells bored also in Cumberland county, ad- 
joining Russell, and the developments at that 
place stopped on account of the lack of trans- 
portation and the low figure at which oil was 
selling. 

In regard to operations in those days Pro- 
fessor Peckham, special agent of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, says, in his report of 1885 
that more Oil was produced for less money 
than ever had been anywhere and a larger 
amount wasted. 

At the present time there is one well being 
drilled in Cumberland Co., and three other rigs 
are being erected for the purpose of further de- 
veloprments and it is said that there will be some 
ten or twelve rigs at work in Cumberland and 
Russel! counties within the next few months. 

It was mentioned last week that a fine flow 
of gas had been struck in Cumberland county. 
This gas has been shut off and the drilling eon- 
tinued in the hopes of finding oil. The well is 
being bored near the 1200-barrel well before 
mentioned. 

In Wayne county oil was discovered several 
years ago in paying quantities, but it was like- 
wise abandoned on account of the poor trans- 
porting facilities and the failure of the com- 
pany who made the development. 

It will thus be seen that the oil rock has been 
found on all sides of Cumberland and Russell 
counties, and it is thought that in these count- 
ies, with Clinton, Wayne and Pulaski, there is 
a large and paying oil field. 

Since the abandonment of the wells, for the 
reasons named, railways have been built on 
either side of the territory, to which it will be 
an easy matter to build pipe lines and secure 
all the shipping facilities needed. Besides this 
a new railroad is projected, and it is said the 
building of it will be commenced in a short 
time. It is to run from Somerset, Ky., to 
Huntsville, Ala., through the counties of 
Wayne and Clinton, along the edge of the sup- 
posed oil field. 

An analysis of the oil found near Somerset 
was made by Prof. Dicore, professor of 
chemistry and toxicology at the College of 
Medicine and Surgery, Cincinnati. Stripped 
of the scientific phraseology the result is as 
follows: Headlight oil, 51 per cent.; gasoline, 
18 per cent., making 69 per cent. for illumi- 
nating purposes, the balance being lubricating 
oil ot the consistency of linseed oil. The oil, 
as produced, is of a greenish brown color, 

| specific gravity 0°807, and of an odor not more 
| offensive than well purified gasoline. There 
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is no sediment of inorganic substances nor 
separation of higher hydrocarbons after long 
standing. The oil has been tested up to 330° 
F. 
The Kentucky Southern Oil and Gas Com- 
pavy, of Louisville, are operating in this dis- 
trict with a capital of $3,000,000. In addition 
to their own production they will take all 
that of the Haven-Chase Company’s wells for 
refining purposes, at a refinery they sre 
erecting at a town to be established by an in- 
corporated company and called Oil City, in 
Barren county, on the Louisviile and Nash- 
ville Railroad, about 110 miles south of Louis- 
ville. The plant, which will begin operations 
with a capacity of 700 barrels per week, is 
now nearly completed. Through it will be 
supplied a large portion of the Southern and 
Southwestern oil trade. In the matter of 
natural gas the Kentucky Southern claim to 
have secured a sufficient supply to provide for 
the city of Bowling Green, containing some 
12,000 people, or Glasgow, as well as the pro- 
posed town of Oil City. The Bowling Green 
Company have also secured beth oil and gas 
from wells in and about that city, indicating 
the great possibilities of the district in re- 


spect of both products.

Natural Gas in Indiana. 
By Dr. J. A. PHINNEY, 

The developments in the Indiana natural 
gas field during the past year has added very 
little to our knowledge of either the geologi- 
cal structure of the field or the conditions of 
accumulation. The boundary of the produc- 
tive area is pretty clearly defined. It is not 
possible, however, to indicate accurately this 
area on any map, as the boundary line would 
be extremely tortuous, with small, isolated 
productive areas around the north, northwest 


and western borders. In this area the upper 


surface of the Trenton limestone is quite un- 
dulating, the swells containing gas, while the 
depressions contain salt water. The boun- 
dary line on the south, southeast and eastern 
borders would be characterized by narrow, 
tongue-like prolongations of productive rock, 
extending a considerable distance into what 
is considered barren territory. Probably many 
of these tongues exist which have not yet 
been discovered, while the few patches of 
productive rock outside of the main field 
may prove to be connected with the main 
field through some of these narrow, tongue- 
like and tortuous prolongations. As the 
course of these narrow areas is not known, it 
is impossible to mark their limits on any map. 
AREA OF PRODUCTIVE GAS TERRITORY. 
The number of square miles of productive 


territory where gas is found in paying guanti- 
ties is about 2,500. A few of the counties have 
shown an increase of territory, while others 
have shown a decrease. Of this 2,500 square 
miles of productive territory probably 300 


square miles, the southern prolongation mostly 


must be considered as only moderately pro- 
ductive, leaving 2,200 square miles of good ter- 


ritory. A small productive area has been 
found near Brookville, Franklin county, 
though its connection, if any, with the main 
field has not been determined. Quite product- 
ive territory has been found to the southeast 
of Winchester, Randolph county, though how 
far it extends in that direction has not been 
determined. Lynn, a small town south of 
Winchester, has also secured gas in paying 
quantities. 

The swell in the Trenton Limestone near 
Kempton, in Tipton county, has proven quite 
extensive and prolific of vigorous welis. It is 
connected with the main field between Tipton 
and Kokomo near Sharpsville. Whether it is 
continuous with the productive area at Sheri- 
dan and that north of Noblesvills has not been 
determined as yet. Small areas have been dis- 
covered at Eagletown and Carmel, in the 
southwestern part of Hamilton county. 

OIL TERRITORY. 

No very productive oil territory has been 
discovered as yet, the best being to the west 
of Portjand, Jay county, and near Montpelier, 
in Blackford and Wells counties, and in the 
southwestern portion of Huntington county. 
The greatest production reported is 80 barrels 
per day, while 10 or 20 is the probable average. 
A well recently drilled near Cicero, Hamilton 
county, showed wil in quantity about equal to 
the wells near Montpelier. 

Several wells near Winchester, Randolph 
county, show considerable oil. In May, 1889, 
oil was struck in the Diall well, at Terre Haute. 
The flow was estimated at 1,000 barrels per 
day. but its production has steadily declined 
until now it probably does not exceed 75 bar- 
rels per day. The excitement following this 
most unlucky find of oil was intense. Com- 
pany after company was formed, and over 
$40,000 was spent in exploitation. So far only 
one 50-barrel well has been the result of such 
an extravagant waste of money. The rapid 
* decrease in the flow of the Dial] well alone 
should have been accepted as an indicatien of 
a limited reservoir. The oi] is found in the 
upper part of the Hamilton Limestone, ata 
depth of about J,615 feet from the surface. 

FARMER'S WELLS. 

Within the naturel gas field the drill has 
been unceasingly at work during the year, 
not only in the cities and towns, where new 
wells were found necessary to meet the in- 
creased demands resulting from rapid growth 
in population and ip manufacturing indus-

GAS IN ABUNDANCE, 


Notwithstanding the oft-repeated announce- 
ments made in the past, in the advertisements 
by all the larger cities in the gas field, that 
their gas wells were yielding so many mil- 
lions, or even hundred millions, cubic feet of 
gas,and that the supply was sufficient fora 
city of three or four times their present size, 
the drill has been actively at work in all of 
them. Usually each factory desires its own 
gas well,and often large establishments re- 
quire more thau one. The total output of the 
wells in the larger cities is, however, in excess

PERMANENCY OF THE SUPPLY. 


It is the opinion of all who are familiar with 
the phenomena connected with the origin of 


natural gas and the conditions under which it 
is found and upon which its presence depends, 
that it is a stored product, the resuit of pro- 
cesses which have been in action throughout 
the long past and which still vontinue to act 
wherever and whenever favorable conditions 
exist. Natural gas is being generajed to-day 
in immense quantities in the aggregate. 
Wherever vegetable or animal matter is under- 
going decomposition beneath the waters of 
the surface there marsh gas and natural gas 
is forming. Every pond, stream or swampy 
tract is thus a scene of activity in the genera- 
tion of natural gas. When we consider the 
stored products, however, all facts connected 
with them indicate that the active processes 
of their formation is a thing mostly of the 
past. 

The constant association of natural gas and 
petroleum with vegetable and anima! matters 
and their absence from formations where the 
latter rre wanting is the strongest kind of 
proof of thiz organic origin. The first ap- 
pearance of vegetable or animal life upon 
this globe marks a beginning for the forma- 
tion of natual gasand petroleum, which has 
continued with varying degrees of activity to 


to_the present time. We find the larger ae ! 








The rapid growth of the cities within the 
gasarea has stimulated all the surrounding 
towns and cities to repeated efforts to find gas 
in their own vicinity, but, failing in this, 
they have sought their supply in that portion 
Indianapolis is 
furnished natural gas from two lines, viz., 
the Consumers’ Trust Natural Gas Company 
and the Indianapolis Natural Gas Company, 
both of which obtain their supply from terri- 
tory north and east of Noblesville, Hamilton 
county. The Broad Ripple Company, which 
has lately been purchased by the Trust Com- 
pany, obtains its supply from the northeast- 
ern part of Marion and the southeastern part 
of Hamilton counties. Richmond, Ind., is 
partially supplied with gas by an eight-inch 
line from wells near Chesterfield, Madison 
A six-inch line conveys gas to Rush- 
ville from the northwest part of Rush county. 
Columbus (?) and Shelbyville secured gas 
from wells near Greenfield, Hancock coun- 
Frankfort and Lafayette obtain their 
supply from the western and northwestern 
portion of Tipton county. Logansport se- 
cures a supply from the southeastern portion 
of Howard ccunty. Peru receives its supply 
from southeastern Miami county, and Wa- 
bash from southern Wabash and eastern 
Miami counties. A pipe line from Blackford 
county and the northern portion of Delaware 
Aline from near 
Camden, in the northwestern part of Jay 
Portland is 
supplied partly from wells drilled in its vicin- 
ity and from a pipe line from near Camden, 
and also from a line faom Como, six miles 
west of Portland. A two-inch line, a con- 
tinuation of the Camden-Portland line, car- 
ries gas to Fort Recovery, Ohio. New Castle, 
after repeated efforts to find gas near the 
city, has finally sought its supply in the north- 
western part of the county. It will be seen 
from the above that sixteen towns and cities 
outside of the field proper draw their supply 
of natural gas from the field in addition to 
the demand made upon it by the towns, cities 
and other consumers within it. It is not im- 
probable that still other cities will, in the 










where they are close together and the wells 
are worked to nearly their full capacity. This 
loss of rock pressure varies with the amount 
of gas drawn from any given area; with the 
thickness and the degree of porosity of the 
gas bearing rock; the character of the gas 
bearing area adjoining it, and the size of the 
area drawn upon, 

So far as now known the wells in the main 
body of the gas field draw from a common 
reservoir of porous rock, and as the gas in the 
immediate vicinity of the well is drawn off or 
allowed to escape, the gas constantly crowds 
its way into the partially emptied space from 
all sides. In ease many wells are sunk ona 
small area, so large a quantity of gas may be 
withdrawn that it will be impossible for the 
gas from the adjoining territory to find its 
way into this area with sufficient rapidity to 
enable it to supply the demand and preserve 
its original rock pressure. As the avenues 
of communication between different por- 
tions of the field are small cavities and pores 
in the rock, it is evident that the amount of 
gas that can enter any given area under a 
certain pressure is limited, and so svon as the 
areas of the walls begin to approximate the 
area of the pores and openings in the rook 
through which it enters any given district, 
just so soon will there be a loss of rock pres- 
furd from a single well where others are in 
use, and this logs will increase with each addi- 
tional well drilled, though the actual quan- 
tity of gas drawn from the limited area may 
be very much increased. 

1o illustrate this, take a large barrel, con- 
nect this by means of a four-inch pipe witha 
large reservoir when the gas is subjected to a 
constant pressure of say 100 pounds per square 
inch. Now it is evident that a gauge attached 
to the barrel will show the same pressure as 
at the reservoir; if, now, We make a smal] 
opening in the barrel with a gimlet and 
allow the gas to escape through the opening 
the quantity that will escape will be so small 
that it will not be indicated by any re- 
duction of the pressure as shown by the 
gauge. It is evident, however, that the 
gauge would show a loss of pressure if sev- 
eral openings were made with the gimlet, and 
that there would be a steady decline in pres- 
) sure with each additional opening, and that 
sosoon aathe combined area of the small 
holes exceeded the area of the four-inch pipe 
the pressure would be reduced to a minimum, 
ind the only effect additional holes would 
have would be to reduce the amount of gas 
that would escape from each opening, as the 
gas would then escape from the barrel as fast 
as it entered it. 

It is evident, however, that as the loss of 
rock pressure increases in any given area, the 
capacity of the individual wells would show a 
decrease. It would probably not be very 
marked until quite a reduction had obtaiued 
in the rock pressure. That this explanation 
is the correct one is shown by the fact that 
the wells drilled far enough away from the 
other wells to escape the influence exerted by 
them, show the full rock pressure of the field. 
The consideration of this diminution of rock 
pressure is of especial importance where gas 
is piped considerable distances. During warm 
weather, when the demands on the line are 
emall, the rock pressure may show no loss at 
the wells and a good strong preseure may be 
maintained at the end of theline. Inextreme 
cold weather, however, when the line is 
worked toits full capacity for weeks at a time, 
there will be a loss of pressure at the wells, 
and this loss will result in reduction of pres- 
sure at the end of the line at a time when the 
greatest pressure obtainable is most needed. 

This diminution of rock pressure in limited 
areas is of importance when considered in re- 
ference to the safety of these areas. All ex- 
perience so fas has shown that the gas bearing 
stratum of the Trenton Limestone is confined 
to its upper portion, and that this porous 
siratum is coutinuous over large areas north 
and west of the gas field, and us the gas and 
salt water are in direct contact around the 
lower borders of the field, it is evident that 
any marked reduction of rock pressure over 
any area will result in a rise of the salt water; 
the danger here then is from a lateral pressure 
or a crowding in from all sides, and especially 
the lower, of the salt water. Over tne higher 
portions of the field there is not this danger 
from the lateral pressure of the salt water. The 
drill has demonstrated the fact that beneath 
the gas bearing stratum atvarying depths there 
are other porous strata that contain salt 
water. Any material reduction of rock press- 
ure over a limited area, if long continued, 
will result in causing a seeping in of the salt 
water from these lower porous strata, and the 
danger of this is all the greater where many 
of the wells have been torpedoed or drilled 
too deep. The salt water may not be suf- 
ticient to completely drown out the wells, but 
it will materially interfere with the flow of 
gas if long convinued. 1t would be better to 
obtain a portion of the supply from short pipe 
lines than to endanger the permanancy of 
wells already in use by too great a drain upon 
asmell area. So far the salt water has, over 
the higher portion of the fleld, given very lit- 
tletrouble. A drip being sufficient to reparate 
from the gas ajl the water, which in most 
cases appears onlyas a spray, not exceeding 
from 1 to 10 pailefull in 24 hours. Its prompt 
appearance, however, in a)! cases where wells 
are overworked should be a warning that aly 
should heed.—Am, Manufacturer, 

























































































cumulations, hawever, only where certain 
favorable conditions exist, viz, rocks contain- 
ing large qdantities of vegetable or animal 
matter, where porous rocks, in the form of 
arches or swells, offer a reservoir into which 
they can escape from the surrounding rocks, 
an impervious cover which effectively pre- 
vente their escape. 

The necessity for the association of so many 
different conditions is a sufficient explanation 
why so smalla portion of natural gas that 
was generated in the past, is found in reser- 
voirs of sufficient size to be available or profit- 
able. Nearly every geologic formation con- 
taining Organic matter contains natural gas, 
but itis so scatterred iu small cavities or 
pockets that it is not available. The greater 
portion of natural gas that was formed in the 
past escaped from the rocks into the air, as it 
is doing atthe present time. Not a single 
fact associated with the accumulations of 
natural gas or petroleum, lends its support to 
the theory, or hypothesis rather, that these 
products are the result of certain chemical 
activities in the deeper portions of the eatth’s 
cruit. Where such chemical processes 
are most active, as in the vicinities of 
volcanoes, not marsh gas but carbonic 
and sulphuric acid gases are being produced; 
not a single instance can be given where the 
chemical activities in nature's laboratory are 
producing natural gas where organic matters 
are absent. The whole hypothesis is based 
upon suppositions that if certain conditions 
or elements are brought together the chemi- 
cal changes would result in the formation of 
natural gas. In the absence of a single fact 
showing that such conditions actually obtain 
resulting in the formation of natural gas, the 
hypothesis would not be worthy of serious 
consideration except for its supposed promise 
of a continual supply. Even admitting, fur 
the sake of argument, that the process of for- 
motion is constant, the chemical processs, if 
sufficiently active to generate the gas as fast 
as it is being drrwn from the Indiana, Ohio or 
Pennsylvania fields, would be such that the 
people of these states would find other locali- 
ties much more desirable for a habitation. 

If, then, all the facts connected with our 
gas flelds support the view that our natural 
gas is a stored product the question naturally 
arises, “How long wili the supply last?” This 
depends, of course, upon the size of the reser- 
voir and the draught made uponit. Three 
years ago last November we first began to 
draw upon the reservoir of the Indiana natu- 
ral gas field, and no one ean gainsay the fact 
that it contains less gas than it did three years 
ago. As the structure of the field is that of a 
broad arch having a northwesterly trend, and 
as the salt water is everywhere around the 
lower margins of the field, i.e., the western, 
northwestern and northern borders, in direct 
contact with the gas to which it transmits its 
artesian pressure, thus giving the gas its :ock 
pressure, we would naturally expect that as 
the gas was drawn from the field evidence of 
it would be shown in the rise of salt water, 
which would drown out certain wells and 
cause a flow of water from those dry at first, 
or an iocreased flow of water from those which 
showed water when first drilled. This has 
proved tobe the case,and the territory where 
the draught has been the heaviest willshow a 
number of wells that have been completely 
drowned out by the salt water, while where 
the draught has not been so great the salt wa- 
ter has, in the wells that are drawn upon the 
most, shown an increase while the gas has 
shown a decrease. The area, however, that 
ha; been exhausted of its gas, in proportion to 
the main field is so small that it is hardly wor- 
thy of serious consideration. 

It is impossible to Make any estimate of the 
number of years the supply will last with the 
present draught on the field, as no one can 
make a reliable estimate of the territory ex- 
hausted where it consists simply in a gradual 
rise of the salt water,and even where occa- 
sionally a well is drowned out it may be the 
result of improper management rather than 
any «arked failure of the territory. The ex- 
hausted territory is so small, however, in pro- 
portion to the main field, that one is safe in 
predicting for the Indiana field a tong life. 
After making all allowances for the increased 
consumption within the gas areaas well as 
probable demands from outside cities, one 
wonld be safe in suying that at the very lowest 
estimate it is good for 25 yeara, and even this, 
considering the many uncertainties and fac- 
tors of which we are ignorant, must be consid- 
ered only a rough guess, as the life of the field 
may much exceed this estimate. 

ROCK PRESSURE. 

A diminution in the rock pressure of a nat- 
ural gas field or of any portion of a gas terri- 
tory, is by many considered as evidence of a 
failure of the supply; this may be true under 
certain conditions, but it will not apply to 
the loss of rock pressure in certain portions 
of the Indiana field. There has been no re- 
duction of rock pressure except in limited 
areas where the wells have been close together 
and the draughts on the area have been large, 
There is probably not a city or large town 
in the gas field where from 10 to 25 weils have 
been drilled, that will give the full rock 
pressure of 325 pounds when a single well is 
closed while the others are in use. If all were 
closed the rock pressure would soon return to 
the original figure, but the influence of one 
well upon another is such that there will be a 
diminution in the working rock pressure 
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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Feb. 11, 1890. 

The operations on the exchanges the past 
week have again shown the extreme suscep- 
tibility of the speculative market tu buying 
and selling influences and its utter disregard 
to factors which should,under nurmal trading 
conditions, affect values. Early inthe week 
under review a little spurt of buying sent the 
price up to 108c, but when the buying support 
was withdrawn the price at once receded, 
notwithstanding that the conditions warrant 
a steady advance. On Monday some liberal 
offerings, and what was generally believed to 
be a preconcerted bear movement, sent the 
price down 2i4c notwithstanding thatia synop- 
sis of the pipe line report was received to the 
effect that there bad been a further reduction 
in the amount of outstanding certificates of 
640,000 bbis., and a reduction in stocks fully as 
large as has been indicated by the 
daily reports of runs and shipments. 
To this anomalous condition of the 
market the lack of outside’ interest 
may be attributed, as few care to risk opera- 
tions in an article that is not governed by the 
Ordinary couditions of supply and demand. 
The statistical situation, and the production 
and demand, having no effect on the price, 
outside operators are at a loss on what to base 
values, and not being able to see the causes 
which influence the changes, are loth to be- 
come victims of the speculative manipulators, 
hence, they let oil severely alone. The vol- 
ume of business has been very small and the 
bulk of that done has been between profes- 
sionals. There has, however, been some 
trading on the part of the Western operators, 
though these must also be classed among the 
professionals, as there is no evidence that the 
prcducers have either bought or sold on any 
settled principle of supposed value. The well 
news has not been of a startling character, 
although the reports from West Virginia 
have been taken by the bears as showlng 
the possibility of an important extension 
of producing territory. A synopsis of

The transactions during the past week showa 
decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 1,377,000 bbis against 
2,034,000 bbls for the preceding week. The 
clearances of the local exchange amounted 
to 3,408,000 bbls, against 7,810,000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The total clearances 
reported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 6,674,000 bbls against 11,096,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached on Thursday, 
when l(8c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 105!4c, and was touched on 
Monday. The opening price last Wednesday 
was 10534 and the close this evening was at 
lu6%gc, showing a gain of 1}¢c as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 234c. 

At the Hackney well near Amity, quite a 
strong flow of gas was obtained; the well was 
at once packed and plugged and has been 
standing since last March. Several prominent 
gas companies haveaneye on this territory. 
It is regarded as the next gas field, and terri- 
tory in the neighborhood is worth money and 
is daily,increasing in value. At the Hoffman 
well, drilled last spring by Mr. Fergus, a veiu 
of gas was struck. The well was never packed 
but the gas has been allowed to burn. Quitea 
showing of oil was obtained in this well. At 
the Evans well, near Clarktown, the workmen 
are still engaged in reaming down the hole 
preparatory to inserting the last string of 
casing. Fishing has been in progress at this 
well for the last three months. The Simeon 
Wiison wildcat, drilled by Davis & Co. is drill- 
ing below the fourth sand with about 200 feet 
of Gordon oilin the hole. She will be sunk 
through the fifth sand. The Keene well 
in Franklin township is drilling at 
1,600 feet, The Wright well, near Mc- 
Murray’s Mills, Peters township, owned 
by Fergus & Co. was tubed and 
and started pumping this week. Her first 
day’s output was 20 bbls. The same company 
has a rig up on the Mary Crawford farm, ad- 
joining the Wright, and drilling will be com- 
menced this week. Andrews Bros. are build- 
ing a rig in the same locality on the John Bell 
tarm. Work will also be pushed at this well. 
The Weaver well, about two miles out from 
Canonsburg, is through the Gordon sand and 
standing full of oil, but has not enough gas to 
throw the oil out. Hughes & Co.’s Hallam 
well put in the last string of casing th s week. 
They are drilling in the “Big Injun,” and ex- 
pect to get the Gantz next week. Fergus & 
Co.’s Zudeker well, three miles south of town, 
is drilling at 2,000 feet, They expect to get the 
sand this week. The Elyria Oil Company’s 
wildcat, on the John Laird farm, Donegal 
township, commenced spudding last week. 
Fergus & Hazlett’s Le Moyne weil, in advance 
of developments, south of town, was com- 
pleted in the Gantzsand. At about 25 feet in 


the sand the drill penetrated a vein of salt 
water, which it is feared will injure the well’s 
production.

The weaker feeling noticeable at the close 
yesterday continued this morning, and after 
the opening price at 105%c, the marked eased 
off to 1U5}¢c, but this was the lowest price of 
the day, the market taking a sudden turn up- 
ward after over an hour’s very dull and un- 
interesting trading. The bull party took hold 
with avimand they quickly brought the fig- 
ures abuve 107c, but as some of the holders of 
cheaper oil began to take the profits this in- 
sured, then the increased offerings brought 
about a slight reaction, only to be followed by 
afurther upward movement which brought 
the figures up tol07éc.

The general condition of trade in drugs is 
about the same as at this time last week. The 
distribution of goods continues on a fairly lib- 
eral scale, but dealings in invoice quantities 
are restricted to comparatively few articles 
and little or no speculative inturest is dis- 
played. Prices,on the whole, are well main- 
tained and changes in an upward direction 
are,as heretofore, more numerous than are 
downward changes. Mail advices from Lon- 
don continue to report a quiet market with 
comparatively few fluctuations in values. 
Quinine was active and firm, opium stronger 
and crude camphor higher, Citric acid, gum 
arabic and shellac were lower. 

In this market the principal changes have 
been as follows:

Opium. 

Reports from Smyrna to the effect that rain 
had fallen in the growing district, and the fact 
that the London market had receded slightly 
in consequence, have exerted a rather depress- 
ing effect here, and prices are a shade lower 
than at the date of our last. Buyers have held 
off in anticipation of a break, and though 
the consuming demand has _ continued 
fair, no business in round lots has been done 
within the past week. Mailadvices from Lon- 
don state that the latest reports from Smyrna 
show that the previous estimates of the 1889 
crop have been put too high, the total now 
being believed not to exceed 5,500 cases. The 
autumn and winter sowings, says the Chemist 
and Druggist, are now admitted to have been 
failures altogether, but of course nothing can 
yet be said as to the spring sowings of this 
year, upon the result of which the future 
crop willdepend. Powdered opium is active 
and firm at $5@5 25, as to quantity and seller. 
The supply is limited. 


Quinine. 

The consuming demand for quinine, particu- 
larly from the west and southwest, is still 
active, and stocks in the hands of large deal- 
ers are being steadily reduced. There has 
been very little display of speculative interest 
and few individually larye transactions are 
reported. Yesterday afternoon and,this morn- 
ing there was quite an increase 1n the demand 
inanticipation of a possible advance in the 
price of bark at the sale to day. The cable 
eports of the auction, however, indicated no 
change, the bulk of the bark offered 
being sold at full previous rates. The busi- 
ness done in quinine here during the week 
aggregate about 75,000 ounces, principally in 
small lots, at a range of 3154@34c as to brand, 
seller and quantity. A strong feature of the 
situation is said to be the fact that some of 
the European manufacturerr, having sold 
more than they can deliver, are buying back 
contracts at the current market rates.

Miscellaneous. 

Alcohol has been in rather more demand, in 
anticipation of the action to be taken by the 
Trust at Peoria to-day. Up tothe close of 
the market no news had been received here 
regarding the results of that meeting, but it 
was generally believed that the contemplated 
change in the character of the Trust had been 
consummated. The market closed firm at 
$1 92@2 as to quantity. 


Borax is very scarce on the spot, owing to 
the interruption of direct communication 
with the primary market by the recent storms. 
Small sales are making here at 934c for Cali- 
fornia and 9c for city refined. For future 
delivery the same prices as heretofere quoted 
will buy, but the date of arrival of fresh si p- 
Plies is uncertain. 


Citric acid ig reported dull and lowerin 

London, and prices in this market have re- 
ceded to 4c in kegs, both imported and 
domestic being quoted at that figure. The 
demand continues light. 
* Cuttlefish bone now costs 27c in Trieste, and 
while some holders here have advanced their 
quotation to 26c, it is still possible to buy ina 
amall way at 24c. Supplies are light both here 
andin the primary market. There isa fair 
demand. 

Ergotis beginning to feel the in‘duence of 
strong advices from Europe, and while prices 
are not quotably higher, dealers are less anx- 
ious to part with their stock. We 
hevr of sales of 1,090 lbs German at 32c and 500 
ibs Spanish at 40@i2c.

Anise oil continues in demand and is firmly 
preld at $1.60@1.65.

Vitronella oil is in good demand at firm 
though unchanged prices. Sales are reported 
of 5,000 lbs native and 2,250 lbs special brands 
within the quoted range.

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Quicksilver in 1889. 


In its annual report of the quicksilver ir- 
dustry for 1885, the San Francisco Commercial 
Herald gives a very complete statistical sta'e- 
ment of the situation. According to this re- 
port the receipts in flasks, for the past five 
years thus compare: 

1889. 1888, 1887. 1886. 1885, 
Totals ....16,329 22,935 28,204 17,686 25,752 

There is a falling off of about 6, 00 flasks, 
attributable to the prices that have been rul- 
ing for several years, and also to a lessened 
demand for exportation, as the exports of 
the year by sea have not been over one-half 
that of 1888. Exports by sea for 1888 and 1889 
compare as follows:

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The fluctuations in the market have been 
gust the reverse of 1888. The market opened 
at $42, $5 lower thana year previously, and 
sold as high as $43. In February it was quo- 
table at $41 50@42 all the month, but dropped 
to $40 40@41 in March. It held at this price in 
April, but by the opening of May went up to 
$41@41 50. There was now, bowever, a sudden 
apurt, and it advanced quickly to $45@47 50, 
and by the close of the month some were 
even asking $50, By the middle of June the 
higher asking price was dropped, and $47 50 
became the standard of the market, or $9 
more than it had been the yearbefore. By 
the close of the month it dropped to $46@ 
46 50. Iu July the range was $46@47; in Au- 
gut, $46 £0@50, a sudden advance having 
tuken place concurrently with a similar one 
iv London, This did not last long, however, 
xnnd the market returned to its normal con- 
dition. In September it was duwn to $46 50@ 
47. In November the fluctuations were $45@ 
4850, and in December, $47@48. There were 
no shipments to China during the year, Lon- 
don underseiling us. There was a considerable 
falling off in exports to Mexico by sea. The 
ces-ation of shipments to China and the fall- 
ing off to Mexico explains the decline in our 
exports. 

The Cinnabar Mining District, which in- 
wludes territory in both Sonoma and Lake 
ounties, was again the scene of quicksilver 
gaining operations, and has fair pruspects of 
attracting as it had in ’73 and ‘74, when bun- 
dreds of miners found employment here. Rich 
float ore jis fund in abundance in very many 
places, while ali indicatioes deemed essential 
by the prospector are visible throughout the 
district, 

The Vallejo Chronicle says that the owner of 
the St. Jobn quicksilver mine is about to clear 
out the main tunnel and crush the ore easily 


reached. ‘Ihe recent rise in the price of 
quicksilver prompts this step.

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The Chamber of Commerce and the Mc- 
Kinley Bill. 


The reguiar meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce was held last Thursday. It was 
very largely attended, chiefly by importers, 
and the McKinley bill was the chief topic of 
discussion. The action of the Chamber wa 
considerable of a surprise, as it simply refer- 
red the subject toa committee, which com- 
mittee was instructed to render its report at 
the March meeting of the Chamber. Mr. 
Louis Windmuller introduced the discussion. 
He said: 

“The merchants of New York pay two- 
thirds of all the duties which are collected in 
the United Stutes. They have a right to be 
heard on this bill, which seriously threatens 
to cripple théir commerce if it becomes a law. 

“It has been said that some members of Con- 
gress never read the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, It would so seem, when a states- 
man so astute as Mr. McKinley proposes and 
the House of Representatives favor an act by 
which some of its plainist provisions are cir- 
cumvented and the rights which it confers 
violated. 

“In making the decision of his Board of 
Appraisers finalias to the amount of duty 
payable, Mr. McKinley takes from us the 
right of trial by jury. Section 15 says ‘their 
decision shall be final and conclusive.” Now 
article 7 of the amendments to the Consti(u- 
tion of the United States ‘says:’ In suits where 
the vaiue in the controversy shall exceed $2), 
the right of trial by jury shall be preserved.’ 

‘"[Then Mr. McKinley's act provides, in sec- 
tion 7: ‘The fact of such undervaluation shall 
be presumptive evidence of fraud, and the 
burden of proof shall be on the claimant 
importer) to rebut the same, and forfeiture 
shall be adjudged unless he shall rebut it by 
sufficient evidence.’ Section 6 provides for a 
penalty of $5,000, or imprisonment at hard 
labor not more than two years, or both, in the 
discretion of the court, 

“As [understand these sections, the court 
to which Mr. McKinley refers here is the 
Circuit Court of the United States, to which, 
as provided in section 15, the board of ap- 
praisers must transmit a certified statement 
of their findings of the facts involved in the 
case, and their decision thereon, and the facts 
so found and certified shall be final and con- 
clusive on the court. If this interpretation is 
correct, the omnipotent board of appraisers 
are to be sole judges to decide if fraud or un- 
dervaluation has taken place. 

“Now, article 6 of the amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States says: ‘In 
all criminal prosecutions the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial by 
an impartial jury of the State and district 
wherein the crime shali have been com- 
mitted.’ 

“Section 11 of Mr. McKinley’s bill provides, 
when the actual market value of any article 
of imported merchandise, wholly or partially 
manufactured, and subject to ad valorem 
duty, or to duty based in whole or in part on 
value, cannot be ascertained to the satisfac- 
tion of the appraising officer, the appraiser 
shall ascertain the cost of production, etc., 
such cost of production to include cost of 
materials and the fabrication, all general 
expenses covering each and every outluy of 
whatsoever nature incident to such produc- 
tion, together with the expense of preparing 
aid putting up such merchandise ready for 
shipment and a profit of 5 per cent. upon the 
total cost as thus ascertained. 


“This section, if No. 19 is not explicit 
enough, clearly empowers the appraisers to 
reimpose the duties on packages and cover- 
ings, and to raise not alone the rates of goods 
subject to ad valorem duties, but also of those 
sul.ject to specific rates graduated according 
to values. Charges, for instance, on carpet 
wools, range from 5 to 45 per cent, and the 
value in most cases exceeds twelve cents per 
pound, when these are considered (the charges) 
a part of the cost. Consequently a very large 
portion of all the carpet wool imported into 
the United States will become subject toa 
duty of five cents per pound instead of 2% 
cents when this act becomes a law. 


“While encouraging all measures to prop- 
erly prevent fraud by undervaluation and un- 
due allowance for damage, we should not per- 
mit that our civil rights are infringed upon, 
nor that the rates of duties be raised on the 
sly under their cover.” 

Mr. Windmuller concluded by offering a 
resolution urging the Senate to refrain from 
passing the bill in its present form. 

Mr. F. B. Thurber offered as a substitute a 
resolution referring the entire matter to the 
Committee on Foreign Commerce and Reve- 
nue Laws. That committee is composed of 
the following gentiemen: Edward H. Ammi- 
down, chairman; Francis B. Thurber, Charles 
Watrous, Gustav H. Schwab and Stephen W. 
Carey. 

There was then some discussion in regard to 
the component members of the committee, as 
aside from Mr. Thurber it contained no im- 
porter, while Mr. Ammidown, the chairman, 
who was not present at the meeting, was a do- 
mestic manufacturer. Mr, Alexander E. Orr 
offered the ameniment that the Foreign Com 
merce Committee be aided in their work by 
the addition to their number of five importers. 

Mr. Thurber’s motion, as amended, was 
carried. The chair appointed the five import- 
ers whose names follow to aid the committee;

President Smith, of the Chamber of Com 
merce, read the following despatch from Wash- 
ington, dated Wednesday evening, from & 
friend of his: 

“My DEAR Srr,—From what I can gather 
from members of the delegation of importers 
from New York in regard to the so-called Mc- 
Kinley administrative bill, I am satisfied there 
is On the part of the Senate C mmittee a dis- 
position to adopt such modifications or 
amendments as will free the bill from some of 
the objections charged against it. Let me ad- 
vise you to counsel ths Chamber to avoid un- 
just or harsh criticism until some proposed 
amendments have been acted upon in com- 
mittee. My expectation is the bill will be 
materilly improved betore its final passage.” 

During the discussion, Mr. P. B. Worrall, of 
Fred. Butterfield & Co , stated that, as one of 
the importers who had had a conference with 
the senate Finance Committee, he felt assured 
that the Senate would moveslowly in the direc- 
tion of passing the bill at the request of the 
Chamber. Mr. Worrall read his statement 
made before the Senate §Jnance Committee. 
It follows: 

“These objections are made by a committee 
representing purchasing dry good importers 
of New York. With the main scope and in- 
terest of this bill, which has for its principal 
object the prevention of undervaluation of 
merchandise entering the ports of the United 
States, we are heartily in accord, as we are 
more directly interested than either the Gov- 
ernment or the American manufacturers. 

* There are, however, some features of the 
bill, which we consider to be unfair, unjust 
and arbitrary. These we will endeavor to 
point out to you as briefly as possible. 


“Regarding section 1, the enacting cl~use, 
we presume that the intention of the bill is 
that it shall so into effect immediately on its 
passage. This we object to, for the following 
reasons; Section 19 reimposes the duty upon 
coverings, costs and charges. This, we con- 
tend, is an increase of duties and should have 
no place in an administrative bill. In many 
instances it changes tle classification of duties 
and sdvances cost material'y, especially where 
differential rates of duty exist. In many cases 
where merchandise has been contracted for 
and orders taken on, this advance in duties 
would result in an absolute loss to the im- 
porter. In addition to these objections, it 
will also take a considerable length of time to 
arrange the formalities attending the new 
rules for invoicing. Taking the above facts 
into consideration, we would suggest, and 
deem it only fair, that the proposed law 
should not go into effect earlier than July 1, 
1890. 

“Oo page 8, line 92, of section 5, after the 
word ‘and’ the following words should be in- 
8 rted: ‘To the best of my knowledge and 
belief,’ for the reason that it is otherwise im- 
possib'e to take the oath required. 


“Section 12, page 16, line 4, strike out the 
word ‘five’ and replace it with the word ‘ten,’ 
for the reason that the ability and experience 
required from these appraisers wuuid cum- 
mand in any mercantile business a larger 
,2ompensation. 

“Section 13. We approve of this section, 
with the following exception, that in caser 
where a general appraiser has decided against 
the importer on questions of value, and the 
case is carried by the importer before the 
board of three general appraisers as provided 
in this act, that the general appraiser acting 
originally in the cuse shall not, for ubvious 
reasons, be one of such board of three. 


“Sections 14and 15. We strenuously oppose 
the abridgement of our constitutional right 
to appeal to the courts, and ask and insist that 
such an amendment be made to this ection 
a3 will secure to us the same rights as are at 
present secured to us under sections 2,931 and 
? 932 of the Revised Statutes, For the reason 
that the enactment of sections 14 and 15 would 
Jeprive the importer of the right of trial by 
jury practically upon the law as on the fucts, 
as the law depends upon the facts; invests the 
executive officers of the government not only 
with the power to establish values, but also to 
interpret the law and fucts in any case, mak- 
ing them sole arbiters of all cases which come 
under their jurisdiction. The history of the 
decisions made by executive officers of the 
government, whether they have been made 
by conferences of general appraisers, coliect- 
orsof ports or secretaries of the treasury, 
show that courts have decided at leart %) per 
cent of the cases against the government. 
Tariff laws being made for men engaged in 
business, they must first assure themseives of 
what the article is in the tariff sense which 
they are buying. And secondly, clearly un- 
derstand what Congress enacts to be the duty 
in regard to it. Under the mode of procedure 
hereby sought to be established no importer 
could be certain either what his artivie would 
be called when it arrived in port, or what 
schedule of the law might apply co it. Sev- 
enty-tive per cent of the disputed cases hinge 
upon the question of fact involved as to 
whether the article is one thing or another. 
The remai"ing 25 per cent are questions of 
mixed law and fact. The right of appeal to 
the Circuit Court would, under such provis- 
ions, be a mere farce as far as any right is se- 
cured to the importer, besides being a degra- 
dation to the court, 


OIL, PAINT AND 


“One of the reasons given in advocacy of 
these sections of the bill, namely, the clog- 
ging of the calendars of the Circuit Court, 
does not at present exist. As a matter of 
fact, Judge Lacombe, sitting in the Circuit 
Court to-day in New York, has difficulty in 
finding cases to try, and in ninety days this 
calendar will be up to date. 

“Section 19. As it isevidently not the inten- 
tion of the bi!l to impose duties on commis- 
sions, we would réspectfully suggest that in 
line 14, after the words ‘United States,’ there 
should ve inserted ‘but not including commis- 
s10ns.’ 

“Section 23, line 1, page 26, that after the 
word ‘damage’ should be inserted ‘on the voy- 
age of importation.’ 

“Section 25 makes the collector not liable. 
If the reasons advanced against Section 14 and 
15 are valid, section 25 should have no place 
iu ihe vill. 

“Section 29. This proposes to establish no 
defini’ ion of enumerated and non-enumerated 
articles in such wise that appraising officers 
can nake an article pay almost any rate of 
duty they please. Congress should select ob- 
jects of taxation and describe them clearly, 
and if appraising officers would guids them- 
selves by the language of the law and con- 
form to the decisions and interpretitions of 
the Supreme Court upon abjudicated cases 
there would be no necessity for any amend- 
ment to sections of the present tariff laws, for 
which this bill is intended to be a substitute. 
So far as simplifying the law, this section, ex- 
cepting in its definition of the phrases, *com- 
posed in whole or in part of’ and ‘component 
material of chief value,’ will make the inter- 
pretation of the tariff laws more confusing 
than ever,and will place it in the power of the 
executive officers of the Government to assign 
articles almost at will; to pay rate of duty not 
intended or described. 

“Section 30 page 32, lines 14 and 15,we ask that 
the words ‘2931 and 2932’ and such ether num- 
bers of Revised Statutes as are referred to in 
this section that might conflict with our pro- 
posed changes in the bill be stricken out.” 

Mr. McKeever followed Mr. Worrall, ex- 
plaining in substan e his views expressed 
above. Several other members of the Cham- 
ber also spoke against the.bill, and then the 
vote was taken in regard to the question of 
referring itto a committee, with the result 
already menti ned. The committee has 
power tohold public meetings at the (ham- 
ber of Commerce and to invite importers and 
others tu give their views.

Prices are advancing in 
the East, however, and if they continue to do 
89, our market will assuredly sympathize with 
theirs and higher prices will rule. 


LINSEED OIL 


Opened at 65c. for raw, and 67é¢c. for boiled 
in barrels, but prices soon advanced to 674¢c 
and 70c for raw and boiled, at which ficure the 
warket has remained steady throughout the 
year. Eastern oils continue to arrive in con- 
siderable quantities, the advance in freight 
at the beginning of the yeur apparently not 
having checked the movement 1n this direc- 
tion. The recent increase in the price of seed 
will no doubt cause an early advance in oil. 
The local mill is kept busy. 


CHROME ORE. 

The shipments of chrome iron ore for the 
calendar year 1889, amounted to 1,600) tons, 
principally derived from Placer and Shasta 
counties, 

Discoveries show only low grades of this 
mineral, aod it needs all the protection it can 
get to make it available. 

The requirement of the country is abeut 
10,000 tons per annum, and its entirety should

transportation. The trade here claims to 
have need for $5 per ton s#dditional duty in 
order to properly protect the native product 
—the ore of which contains about 40 per cent 


of chrome ore. 
» MIXED PAINTS. 


There has been the average demand for 
mixed paints during the pust season, and it 
promises to increase in the future, 

The year’s business in this line taken asa 
whole, will compare favorably with previous 
years. Tne unprecedented storm of the two 
closing months, however, interfered very 
much with painting as well as all other out- 
side operations, and reduced the annual vol- 
ume of business perceptibly. Had it not 
been for this drawback the results to dealers 
and jcbbers would have been quite satisfac- 
tory.

150c, as to brand, quantity and position. No 
improvement in the volume of trade is report- 
ed, the demand being light and entirely for 
sma!i lots to supply the current requirements 
of consumption. 

A statement of the exports of alkalies, etc., 
from Liverpool to the United States during 
the month of January shows a falling off of 
750 tons in the shipments of caustic soda and 
300 tons in the shipments of bleaching powder, 
as compared with last year. The shipmentsof 
soda ash increased 150 tons during the same 
month,

The genera! condition of the chemical trade 

is satisfactory, the demand on the whole be- 
ing fairly active, and prices with a few excep- 
tions remaining on a steady basis. In the 
market for heavy chemicals business contin- 
ues brisk and prices still show an upward 
tendency. Advices from the other side are of 
a very strong character and indicate the 
probability of much higher prices for alkali 
and caustic soda in the near future. Itis 
rumored that the manufacturers are making 
preparations to sell out to a syndicate, having 
held several private meetings recently for the 
purpose of discussing the matter. Should the 
sale be effec ed it will no doubt create a com- 
plete revolution in the English alkali trade. 
Our Liverpool cor:espondents, Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co., under date of Jan. 29th say: 
“There is a strong market for chemicals fall 
round, with the exception of bleaching pow- 
der, and prices generally are dearer. Sodaash 
is in request, but the difficulty is to find any 
sellers. In carb ach sales are reported to-day 
of 100 tons 58% prompt delivery at £% i7s 6d per 
ton, and 9 further 50 tons is under offer at £6. 
Most makers are full of orders to the end of 
next month, and 13-16@l4d is asked for 
March delivery. Caustic ash is also very 
scarce, and 1 3-16@1'4d are neuirest values. 
Scda crystals are in demand and selling at 
£2 178 64@£3 per ton, and the market is pretty 
bare. Caustic soda is very strong, and sup- 
plies are limited. At the close of iast week 
some large sales of 70% were made for Fenru- 
ary delivery at £7 178 64, and £8 was paid for 
prompt delivery, but there is nothing of- 
fering at under £8 2s 6d, while some makers 
ask 2s 61 to 5s per ton more money. Sixty per 
cent is in small compass, and is now held for 
£753 upto £7103, according to brand: 74% is 
held for £9, and it is said a fair business has 
been done in one brand at this fizure; 76% has 
advaiced to £9 15s@£l0. Bleaching powder 
is not.active, but there is littie offering, and 
£5 128 64@#£5 15s are nearest spot vaiues. One 
maker reports having sold for America, Feb- 
ru'ry and December delivery, at £5 17s 6d per 
ton, which seems an extreme price at present. 
Chlorate of potash is held for 434@5d, and a 
moderate business is done at this figure. Bi- 
carb soda is steady at £5 5s per ton and upward 
for one cwt. kegs, according to brand and 
quantity, with usual allowances for larger 
packages. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash continues in brisk de. 
mand, There is a considerable inquiry for 58% 
for prompt delivery, but there is little or 
nothing obtainable on the spot, and up to 2c 
has been paid for small lots. For early future 
delivery there is little offering on the other 
side, either in 48% or 58%. For February-March 
arrival 1 40@1 45c is quoted for either high test 
or 48%, 

New process alkali continues in good de- 
mand for forward delivery, and 1 35@1 40c is 
quoted tor both 48% and 58%, as to quantity and 
date of shipment. The demand for spct stock 
is active, but there is practically nothing 
available for immediate delivery. A few small 
lots have sold from store during the week at 2c. 

Caustic soda ash is neglected but the limited 
supplies offered from the other side and the 
absence of important stocks here keep the 
market firm. We quote 48% at 1 8744@1 40c but 
hear of nosales. High test isnot offered and 
there seems to be no inquiry for it. 


Salt cake is in small supply on the 
spot and prices are tending upward. 
We hear of sales of 75 tons domestie at 60c, 
and 50 tons English at 724@75c. The best 
American brands are quoted at a range of 


60@65c, as to quantity. 


Acids. 

Acetic acid.—A quiet market is reported by 
all dealers, the trading during the week hav- 
ing been of the smallest description. Prices 
are without fluctuation, 

Muriatic and nitric acids have been in light 
request, the mirket having ruled wholly with- 
out interest. Prices are apparently upheld at 
the stipulated rates, and no complaints are 
heard on this score. 

Oxalic acid has been selling in small lots, 
and the items previously mentioned have con- 
tinued to form the chief topics among dealers. 
Prices are still low, with every prospect of 
their continuing so. 

Sulphuric acid.—The wants of buyers huve 
been extremely light and there appears to be 
a temporary lull inthe trading. Dealers are 
still watching the course of the new tariff bill 
with the expectation that the duty which 
some of them have asked for will be put upon 
acid. It would appear, however, that even 
should this duty be imposed, the trouble 
of the acid men, wiil be far from over, as a 
certain owner of pyrites mines in Churle- 
mont, Mass., his expressed the determination, 
thatin the event of a duty being put upon 
acid, he will build acid works at his mines, ard 
make a determined effort for the trade that is 
now going tothe makers whoare asking the 
duty. The new chemical company have at 
last selected New York offices which they will 
probably occupy a week’s time. Prices are 
held with steadiavss at the association rates. 

Tartaric acid has been very quiet and feat- 
ureless, although prices have been fairiy 
steady at previous rates. No new features 
are apparent. 

Miscellaneous. 

Acitate of lime has been without particular 
interest, the sales having been small andina 
jobbing way entirely. 

Blue vitrol—A steady tone has continued to 
exist, with the sales confined to jobbing pro 
portions. There have been no fresh features 
of interest. 

Brimstone—Kecent cables quote shipments 
at $18 8744 for best unmixed seconds, and 
$18 30 for thirds, with a hardening tendency, 
owing to the reported scarcity of freght 
rvom. Parcels to arrive, are quoted at 
$19 for seconds, no prices being given for 
thirds. Spot figures are unchanged, while the 
demand for supplies in all positions seem to 
be livening upa trifle, although no important 
sales have been consummated, 

Nitrate of soda—The sales on spot during 
the week have comprised some 2,000 bags at 

824@1 90c, and transactions forshipment are 
given us to the extent of 40,000 bags at 1 75@ 
1774c. The market bas continued without 
specia] feature, being fairly steady. 

Cream of Tartar—There have been no inter- 
esting developments since we last wrote, 
prices having been unchanged and held about 
steady. The demand has been moderate, and 
been without comment by the makers. 
Ammonias, Potashes and Fert- 


ilizing Chemicals. 
Muriate of Potash—There has been a small 


Caustic soda has further advanced within 
the past week. The demand is very active and 
large sales are reported for prompt and fu- 
ture delivery. For forward shipment the re- 
ported transactions aggregate 15,000 drums, 
up to 2 75c being paid for 70 and 74%. For ship- 
mént, 2 75@280c is now the quoted range. 
There is nothing procurable for prompt 
delivery either here or in _ Liverpool, 
makers being closely sold up, and what 
arrives in this market being imme- 
diately deliverabie on old contracts. For 


demand prevailing,and the market will un- 
doubtedly drift along in this manner until the 
customary demand sets in, toward the latter 
part of the ‘present or the beginning of next 
month. 

Kainit—Nothing new has transpired in this 
market, The spot stock is almost exhausted, 
but the inquiry for parcels from store con- 
tinues. Prices are nominally as before for 
these lots. It is said that the contract price 
for next season will probably not vary much 
from last season’s figure.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 10, 1890. 

The market for English chemicals has been 

uling steady during the last few days. Values 
have not fluctuated to any extent, but in one 
or two instances a slight increase in figures is 
noted, The demand has been fair, although 
buyers are, 3s a rule, taking only in moderate 
quantities. The arrivals have been larger 
than seen for some time past, but there is, 
however, no surplus stocks offering from dock 
and limited store supplies. 

Carbonated soda ash, 48%, is receiving more 
inquiry and a fair trade in progress on spot. 
The prices now ruling are 1 47K@l 55c 
as to brand and quantity. To arrive and 
for shipments, 1 45@1 5244c will buy. Fifty- 
eight per cent isin limited supply and firmly 
held at 150@1 60c. Shipments can probably 
be bought at 1 45@150c. Newcastle 48% on 
spot is quoted at 1 45@1 55¢ as to quantity, and 
with little offering at the moment. 

Caustic soda ash 48% is held at 1 3744@1 45c, 
and the demand limited to jobbing parcels. 
To arrive and for shipments, 135@1 40c is 
named, and an offer as low as 1 3244c might be 
accepted for round lots. 

Caustic soda 60% is firm aa the recent ad- 
vance, nothing on spot being now obtainable 
under 3 00@3 05c. To arrive and for shipments 
2 95@3 05 is asked ; 70% is firmly held at the re- 
cent advance; 74% is quuted at 2 75@2 85c on 
spot, and for shipments 2 70@2 75c is named. 

Sal soda has been in better demand and con- 
siderable of the store lots bas been disposed 
of. Holders are now firm at 100@105c on 
spot and to arrive same figures are named. 
Shipments might be had as Jow as 5c. 

Alkali, 36 %,is scarce and quoted at 145@ 
1 50c; for deliveries in the near future we hear 
of nothing offernig. Far-off shipments can 
be had at 1.3734@1.4244c. B. M. & Co., 48%. frem 
store can be bought at 1.4744@1.55c. There 
is still nothing offering to arrive. Shipments 
are quoted at 1.42164 1.52hec. 55% cun only be 
had from second hands and quoted at 1.50@ 
1.60c. Shipments are held at 1.45@1.50c. 

Bleaching powders are dull bul reports from 
the other side give lngher figures and in con- 
sequence holders here have advanced their 
views. Spot goods are now quoted at 1,6'\@-

is asked,

The Florida Phosphate Field. 


It Florida’s phosphate beds be really limited 
to the lands lying between Archer in Alachua 
county and Arcadia in DeSoto, a strip 160 miles 
long and an average of eight miles wide, we 
have therein 1,280 square miles, or 819,20 acres 
of phosphates. When the phosphates fever 
first began to set in several weeks ago these 
lands, or a majority, were held at $50 an acre. 
If they are worth no more to-day, they rep- 
resent, at that figure, a value aggregating 
$40,960,000, 

That the outside world may appreciate the 
grounds for the present exeitement over this 
new and wonderful source of wealthin Flor- 
ida, it has been estimated that selling the 
phosphate in the crude state at from $5 to $l 
a ton, many of the richest acres which have 
been in part tested, may yield millions of dol- 
lars each. But suppose only an average of 
$1,000 worth, and thuse 819,200 acres wi.l be 
worth to the State $819,200,000. 

In addition to this, many Floridians who live 
miles outside the area above specified, claim 
that they have gratifying evidence of phos- 
phates just as rich on theirown lands, They 
are not willing to concede that the “finds” are 
restricted to Levy, Marion, Citrus, Hernando 
and DeSoto counties, but insist that other sec- 
tions of the state are equally fortunate. 

The California gold fever of 1849 was not 
more all-pervading than the phosphate fever 
in Florida, and the latter is a more certain 
basis of wealth. When aman like Mr. Bradley 
of Boston, who has had practical experience 
inthe business and is a chemist on whose 
judgment the public relies, comes and investi- 
gates and analyses for himself, and backs his 
judgment by putting $500,000 in these lands, 
the public confidence is well founded, There 
may be extravagant hopes and anticipations, 
but in the main, and outside the realm of fev- 

erish and exaggerated fancy, the sober judg- 
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ment of safe, conservative men concedes that 
Florida is fortunate beyond any state in the 
union, from tbe year 1800 to 1890. Orn the solid 
bottom rock of this new discovery thousands 
of fortunes will be built.—Florida Facts. 
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Antimony, 1889, 


BY HENRY EMANUEL OF LONDON. 

A retrospect of this market for the past 12 
months is instructive and interesting. Itis 
instructive because during a year that has 
“smashed the Union” in copper, the most 
powerful combination ever made to control a 
huge market in defiance of the irresistible laws 
of supply and demand, the article now under 
review, by sheer force of natural conditions, 
has maintained an unbroken, unchecked, a'- 
most unchallenged, upward course, deter- 
mined solely by the supples of raw material— 
ore—in response to the consumptive demand 
for the manufaetured article—star regulus. 
It is interesting because the student of econ- 
omy may watch the phases that are operating, 
and must develop ere long, to restore this 
market to normal conditions. 

Antimony, however is “refractory” in more 
senses than one. It is a mineral not infre- 
quently met with, but often in combination 
with lead; an alliance fatal to its commercial 
adoption; a presence of over 14 per cent.would 
not be tolerated. Similarly, arsenic is too 
commonly discovered in an assay; at once 
condemning the sample. Again, the ores to 
be prolific should be “pocketty;” that is to 
say, the lodes, to give remunerative yields, 
must open out into “bunches” of antimony,in- 
stead of long narrow starved runs, For in- 
stance the “Tapada Mining Company,” Portu- 
gal, in 1886, came upou a “bolsada” or bunch, 
which enabled them to contract 2,000 tons in 
that year. As contrast in 1887 the company 
shipped only 250 tons, Thisis an example of 
the proverbial fickleness of anantimony mine. 
A further question forcing itself upon the re- 
flecting mind is—how comes it that, with 
this extraordinary advanee in prices, the de- 
mand has net been checked, and supplies have 
not poured in? ‘rhe answer is not difficult. 
Firstly, star antimony is so unique in its con- 
stitution and so indispensable in its applica- 
tions that cost 1s hardly a _ consideration. 
Regulus of antimony is unique because, alone 
among metals, it has the extraordinary prop- 
erty of expanding on cooling, after being 
liquated; all otber metals contract under 
similar conditions. It is indispensable, there- 
fore, as an alloy in certain large trades. 
Other considerations are these. Besides the 
genuineness of the present market pesition, 
which is undoubted, and may be taken as 
proved by the fact that though values have 
been trebled or quadrupled, still we are with- 
out a sufficiency of supply for smelting neces- 
sities, there are physical difficulties in the 
way of immediate replenishment. Firstly, 
admitting that old mines have “dried up,’ 
new ones cannot come into operation without 
cost and delay. Secondly, the engincering 
trade of the country is so full of orders that 
mining machinery is not readily obtainable. 
Again, prices were so low, through over sup- 
ply, 2 or 3 years since, that production was 
strangled and mines were closed. Further, 
although ores are in demand to-day at a highly 
remunerative figure, capitalists hesitate to 
develop new mines, which would mean an 
increased supply, as the inevitable result 
would be to swamp the market and to drive 
prices down below the cost of production. 
Smelters here can only possibly absorb a 
moderate quantity annually, and if antimony 
be excessively and recklessly shipped, severe 
losses to the importers must again result. 


For some considerable time past the supplies 
of antimony ore have been of the most stinted 
character. Dealing with crude, assaying some 
73 per cent. metallic antimony, Japan, that 
formerly sent us some 200 tons per month, 
appears to have almost lost its yield. Borneo 
has also gone very dry. Of oxides little 
reaches us. An excellent Salonica “Allchar,” 
assaying some 60 per cent., will probably 
prove a welcome source when the mine gets 
into working order. For high class sulphides 
Portugal still stands facile princeps. The 
Tapada and Gondomar compani:s frequentiy 
obtain assays of 70 per cent. metallic antimony 
for their first qualities. The yield of these

ably. Corsica is steadily 
shipments. A new mine, “Luri.” is 
turning out serviceable 50 per cent. 
first quality, and 30 per cent. second quality. 
The other mine “Meria,” though in good vol- 
ume, assays only 40 to 45 first quality, and 
about 20 for second quality. A noteworthy 
incident in the situation is the feature that 
smelters have readily purchased these low 
ores, 20 to 25 assay, proving the starvedress of 
the position. Formerly such ores were un- 
marketable. Smyrna has sent a fair contri- 
bution, but the ore is low, generally under 50, 
and is unpopular on account of its powdered 
condition. Smelters prefer blocks or lumps. 
Spain has not forwarded much. New Zealand 
threatened—and nothing more. It is a re- 
markable circumstance that the rise in anti- 
mony has taken place in defiance of a contract 
made by “The New Zealand Antimony Com- 
pany, limited,” to deliver 3),000 tons of their 
mineral on our market, over a period of five 
years, Suffice to say that contract remains 
unexecuted. It may be weli here to mention 
that the ncrmal United Kingdom annual con- 
sumption of ore is, perhaps, some 6,000 to 8,000 
tons; smelting, probably, half that quantity as 
Regulus of antimony. 

Summing up the present position it appears 
that the trade in r gulus may be considered 
satisfactory to smelters, as at £80 they see a 
profiton back purchases of ore. To-day‘s 
prices for mineral leave them no margin. 
Hence, regulus will probably advance further. 
Buyers now operate with extreme caution 
knowing that these unprecedented prices for 
ore will assuredly bring out supplies, far, far 
in excess of United Kingdom consumptive 
capacity.

Imports have thus,been considerably less 
than for 1888, The result of this was that in 
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the fal] stocks were very much reduced, and 
this with the high rates of freight from Eng- 
land and the firm market there caused an ad- 
vance. In caustic soda very low prices early 
in the year were followed by an advance of 20 
to 25 per cent. in October. There were low 
prices for bleaching powder all the year 
round, and they are low yet. In hypophos- 
phate of soda prices were low and unprofita- 
ble most of the year, followed by a slight im- 
provement toward the close. There being no 
outlet in the country for importations not 
absolutely required in this market, and rates 
of storage, insurance and interest being ex- 
ceptionally high here, San Francisco is and 
always bas been one of the worst trading cen- 
ters in the world to consign to. Partly for 
these reasons there is little or no speculation 
in merchandise here, and the jobvers who 
readily relieve the importer in New York and 
allother large markets in this country and 
abroad, offer no such assistance to the over- 
loaded consignee in San Franevisco. 

The California Cream Tartar Werks were 
running all the year to the full capacity 
which averages sme 50,000 pounds monthly of 
pure cream tartar made from the argols fur- 
nished from our grape industry. Prices in 
the full were udvanced to <0@&8le per pound, 
wtolesale. Large quantities of argols con- 
tinued to be imported from France, but in 
7 





the future Californin may expect to fill this 
demand. Hereafter this will be a very im- 
portant home industry. 

DRUGS. 

Business for 1889, up to July, showed a de- 
cided depression and a considerable falling off 
in volume from previous season. Since then, 
however, the trade reports gave a favorable 
increase and a fair average business has been 
done. 

The fact that two wholesale houses have 
opened in Los Angeles, one new house in 
Portland, Ore.,and still another jobbing house 
in Seattle, Wash., bas tended to curtail the 
fleld of operations considerably. The bulk of 
business, therefore, may be said to have been 
done in thecentraland northern portions of 
California and Nevada. The usual export 
business has been secured for Mexico and the 
Islands of the Pacific, and a handsome in- 
crease shown for the trade in Puget Sound 
and vicinity. 

Altogether, the trade claims to have fairly 
held its own in the volume of business which, 
considering the sharp competition and quar- 
ters heretofore supplied, may be claimed as 
making asatisfactory showing for the amount 
of business done. Close prices have ruled; in- 
deed these have become a decided necessity, 
as Eastern honses are constantly canvassing 
the Pacific Coast.

Pyrites Ores in the Southern States. 
BY W. H. ADAMS, TOLERSVILLE, VA. 
(Continued from last week.] 

Answering the first question, it is essential 
that we understand the materials we purchase 
in a broader sense than understood by pur- 
chasers to-day. If we always are to accept 
the opinions and advice of the contracting 


plumbers, or the so-called chemists, who, 
knowing only sulphur as suitable for manu- 
facture of sulphuric acid, cry down all other 
materials, which in their utilization call for 
study, close attention and a practical knowl- 
edge of chemical reactions, then the question 
of supplies of brimstone, present and future, 
becomes indeeda vital one. If, on the other 
hand, there is even a desire or tendency to- 
wards progress in practice; if there is a glim- 
mering suggestion, even, of the real future of 
chemistry in the South—an appreciation be- 
gotten by time and experience alone—then 
more than ever is it necessary to clearly 
understand the peculiar trade position of 
brimstone. 

Brimstone is the commercial name for sul- 
phur procured by several processes of manu- 
facture frcm natural formations or sedemen- 
tary rocks. Sulphur is found widely 
distributed over the earth's surface; in 
Alaska, Utah, Nevada, Louisiana; in Mexico, 
Central America, Brazil, and other South 
American countries: in France, Spain, Russia, 
Poland, Austria, Eastern Egypt, the Grecian 
Archapelago, Northern and Southern Italy, 
and largely in Asia, Japan having already sent 
us a few cargoes. We rarely hear these 
localities mentioned, although the raw 
products sre in abundance, the ques- 
tion of working the deposits and 
marketing the brimstone being one of 
distance and transportation. Thus, in Neva- 
da or Utah very pure deposits exist which 
would supply our needs forcenturies, Unfor- 
tunately there is no immediate demand for 
sulphur in that section, and transportation 
to consumers East or West exceeds the cost 
of the imported article. The deposits on the 
Island of Sicily, in the Mediterranean sea, are, 
however. so favorably and centrally located 
for production and distribution to the princi- 
pal consumers of the world as to give them a 
virtual control of the trade. For over 300 
years the deposits have been worked and 
studied, although the really large work has 
been done since 1820. The sulphur found is of 
two kinds. one of which is from volcanic ema- 
nations and the other closely allied to sedi- 
mentary rocks, from tiie central and southern 
portions of the island. 


The general idea is thet Mt. Etna, situated 
in the East, is responsible for these deposits, 
but as this cannot be verified, it is not accept- 
ed by scientific observers, who offer several 
theories to account for varying conditions 
met with, viz.. emanations of sulphur vapor 
expelled from metallic matter existing in the 
earth; sulphuretted hydrogen (from the unio £ 
of sulphur vapor and steam) passing throu 
fissures of stratified rocks; sulphuretted t ~ 
drogen from decomposition of sulphate of 
lime in the presence of organic matter; the 
action of sea water upon animal remains, etc. 
There are many details which might be cited 
to make plausible each of these theories, such 
as fish, eggs, and insects found in underlying 
stratas; immense deposits of rock salt, mar, 
bitumen, etc. At the government school ‘n 
the neighborhood of Caltanissetta are shown 
geological sections of the principal mine 
districts, the study of which is very valua. 
ble as solving so many of the problems me# 
with in certain of our own Eastern coast 
mines. About 250 mines are at present work- 
ing—the number lessening every year.and the 
tendency being towards concentration of in- 
terests to Jessen costs. Inasmuch as all de- 
tails of cost of production, taxes and other 
charges are wel) known (see our U. S. consul’s 
reports), and asit is generally admitted that 
present selling price in American ports is as 
low as can be made, so long as present meth- 
ods of working continue, we may assume 
without the necessity for a presentation of 
facts and figures that except for commercial 
depressions compelling the unloading of 
stocks by present strong companies, the price 
of brimstone “seconds” or “thirds’’ cannot 
vary much from prices we have been paying 
for two years past, viz., $18.50 to $20 per ton 
ex-ship atthe Atlantic coast cities. These 
facts are necessary to be taken into account 
in all calculations for future workings in this 
country, but there are at present circum- 
stances which muy arise to modify or lessen 
the above prices. 

lst. As likely to affect us here at home in 
the Southern States, we have a proposition to 
work the Calcasieu, Louisiana, sulphur de- 
posits. A French company spent a very large 
sum of money in this enterprise during the 
years 1880 to 1884, and failed to scure a depth 
of even 100feet of shaft, although every ap- 
pliance of modern engineering to that date 
was utilized, no expense being spared. ‘The 
small island which emerges from the wartes 
of lagoon and marsh, and under whose surface 
d.amond drill borings have shown without 
question such enormous deposits of sulphur, 
eeems to be merely a “hummock”’ of genero 1s 
dimensions floating on a lake of silt, mud and 
quicksand. The problem is to sink through 

this yielding, treachercus mud until some 


foundation can be reached. It is said that 
new money has been found to attempt this 
problem, and where money is ready men with 
new ideas will be found prepared to spend it. 
It is also said that sulphur from that deposit 
can be produced for $6 to $8 per ton. 

2d. Messrs. Chance Bros. have lately made 
use of aprocess for recovering sulphur from 
alkali waste—the perfected Schaffner and 
Helbig process—which promises to utilize the 
enormous deposits of that material now 
worthless, One million five hundred thousand 
tons annually bave been thrown away in 
England alone, containing over 200,000 tons of 
sulphur, and fully as much more on the Con- 
tinent. Messrs. Parnell and Simpson, also 
claim to have succeeded commercially in 
recovering the sulphur from the waste of the 
Brunner-Mond ammonia soda process. A 
German patent of considerable merit has at- 
tracted attention lately, and is being tried on 
alarge scale. As the Chance Bros. workings 
and Brunner-Mond process have been so 
widely commented on, it is not necessary to 
give details of claims, ete.; but as the applica- 
tion of the German process will be of value to 
Southern products later on, it may be well to 
give a digest of same. 


The proposition is to obtain sulphur in com- 
mereially pure state from the calcium sul- 
phide of alkali waste, by decomposing it to 
obtain sulphuretted hydrogen, which is then 
passed over sulphate of alkali or alkaline 
earths strongly heated. 


For our own use (no alkali waste being ob- 
tainable), starting with sulphuretted hydro- 
gen, however formed, this gas is passed over 
pieces of gypsum packed in pipes or retorts 
and heated to redness. A reaction takes place 
by which the oxygen of the sulphate combines 
with the bydrogen of the gas, forming water, 
while free sulphur is produced, the residue 
being sulphide of lime. Now, if air is passed 
over this su|phide of lime, the heat being kept 
up, oxygen is again absorbed, the gypsum is 
renewed and ready for the reaction of a fresh 
lot of sulphuretted hydrogen. 


We thus have two propositions before us, 
onea problem in mining at home, the 
other a series of problems iu chemistry form 
abroad, both of which propositions, working 
from a practically unlimited supply of raw 
materiul aud backed with unlimited capital, 
which commands technical and practical 
knowledge, must result sooner or later in suc- 
cess, and may result within the coming five 
years in so reducing the cost of sulphur that 
the output from Sicilian mines will be mwater- 
ially reduced, 


Granted for argument’s sake that Calcasieu 
sulphur will be on the markets within five 
years, how will it affect the South financially? 
were the deposits opened and developed by 
the eonsumers of sulphur located in the 
South, we should look fora general lowering 
of prices of commodities into which sulphuric 
‘acid enters, If howeyer, the deposits, when 
opened be owned by a speculative syndicate, 
what right have we in the South to expect 
prices to fall below a point which will just 
stop the importations of Sicily brimstone, viz: 
$15 to $16? 

Should foreign products be excluded, what 
is to prevent the fluctuations in prices which 
we have seen for past ten years, from $17 to 
$30? With foreign sulphur itis now a matter 
of freights, which in case of war in Europe 
puts t.e price of acontraband article to ex- 
orbitant figures. Would it be different if 
Caleasieu, Utah or Nevava had possession of 
the trade? Isit not substituting one syndi- 
cate for another? 


It therefore seems to me that po real ben- 
efit to Southern manufacturers can .e ex- 
pected trom thissource of supply, whatever 
the outcome of the attempt tu reach the sul- 
phur beds of Louisiana, nor is ther: any pos- 
sible hope for a supply from Alaska, Utah or 
Nevada, however extensive their deposits, as 
freights must always be a sufficient bar. It 
may be asked just here how the production of 
sulphur from alkali wastes, in England or on 
the continent of Europe, can affect us in Am- 
erica? 

Sicily has now arrived at her maximum of 
sales—less than 400,000 toas annually—at aver- 
age price of say $18.50, delivered at coast cities 
in Europe and America. Her sales for past 
ten years have been in the ratio of—United 
States 31 percent.; France 22 per cent.; Italy 15 
per cent.; Great Britain 13 per cent.; other 
countries 19 per cent. 

The United States and Canada in all proba- 
bility will import from Sicily during the year 
1890 at least 120,000 tons brimstune. What 
would be the effect on this industry if the 
chemical processes of Europe produce from 
alkali wastes 50,000 to 100,000 tons sulphur an- 
nually, or if domestic sources of supply should 
reduce our imports one-half, i. e., 50,000 tons 
brimstone annually? Neither of these possi- 
bilities are further off than a few years, and 
either of them, as established facts, would 
bankrupt all the weaker companies in Sicily 
and depress the prices of brimstone below the 
cost of production. Such a stateof affairs has 
been seen several rimes of late years, and only 
by concentration of stocks in stronger hands, 
renewal of works with more modern processes 
of manufacture, increased and cheapened 
transportation and lessening the number of 
mines worked, has the industry been kept 
alive. With American mines fully opened 


all our own industries where cust of raw 
materials are so largely the factors of success 
or failure. 

We could scarcely hope for success in estab- 
lishing iron industriea with pig iron fluctuat- 
ing between $15 and $30 per ton, neither is 
there success to acid manufacturers having a 
contract trade generally from year to year 
when brimstone shall fluctuate so widely as 
has been the case of late years. 

As proof of the value to be expected from 
the recovery process in England it may 
be stated that several firms have been of- 
fered a reduction of 33% per cent onall future 
purchases of sulphur in ores if they will con- 
tinue to consume the regular contract ton- 
nage. This means that all the pure sulphur 
recovered from waste alkali is to be forced by 
them on the markets and thus take the place 
of imported brimstone. Spanish pyrites are 
selling in England for 4d, to 5d. per unit of 
sulphur, equivalent to $3.60 to 4.80 per ton of 
ore. 

These Spanish ores average 46 to 48 per cent 
sulphur, therefore, after all losses are allowed 
for, two and one-quarter tons of ore are equal 
toone ton of “seconds” brimstone in acid 
production. The cost of ore ton of sulphur 
from ores is, thus, from $8.50 to $11, and from 
brimstone will cost to average $19. Now, from 
present cost of sulphur in ores, say average 
$10, deduct the concession offered to those 
manufacturers controlling the patents for re- 
covering sulphur from wastes and $10 less 334% 
per cent equals net $6.56 per ton of sulphur in 
ores delivered at works in England, a price 
which will enable those in the ring to revolu- 
tionizeseveral industries. 

These features of a possible struggle for 
supremacy in handling of brimstone can 
mean but one thing to the average manufac- 
turer and has been so understood for 20 years 
past by the older chemical concerns. It 
means a series of fluctuations in prices and 
the unsettling of prices which no new compa- 
nies can afford to face, which so many of the 
older companies of this country have avoided 
by a change to the old world practice of using 
ores. This fact is so well established that ar- 
guments seem out of place in thelight of the 
practice of the old wurld, where ninety 
per cent of all the sulphuric acid produced 
is from ores; of the Northern States, where 
fully one-half the acid is now made from 
ores. It is nothing to a manufacturing con- 
cern using but 2 or 3 tons of brimstone daily, 
whether prices vary afew dol ars per ton, nor 
need such a works calculate as to regularity 
of supplies. It is everything to the larger 
concerns with consumption of 20 to 30 tons 
sulphur daily, with contracts for millions of 
pounds of acids regularly delivered or heavy 
forfeits paid. To the smaller factory, witha 
trade in strong acids alone, purity must be 
considered first, and brimstone, of course, fills 
this requirement. To the larger factory abso- 
Inte purity is not essential, although the avids 
they supply will average fully as desirable as 
from brimstone. 

We therefore turn, answering the second 
question, to examine the inexhaustible de- 
posits of sulphurore which are s» favorably 
distributed for use, and from which deposits 
in our own country there will gradually be 
developed industries in mining, milling, con- 
centrating, chlorinating, acid making and for 
treatment of residues. 

In looking over the fleld of research for past 
twenty-five years, many changes in ideas and 
workings have taken place, appreciated at 
their true value only after an intimate practi- 
cal knowledge has been gained of the subject, 
the text books being generally so far behind 
everyday practice that students are apt to 
lose sight of the actual economics in grasping 
at the theories which led up many steps higher 
to successful results. 

Following atsolutely in the old world paths, 
three of our best known chemical concerns 
commenced to work pyrites about the same 
time—1866-t8: Watson & Clark, of Philadelphia, 
with the “Monnier process: Lodi Chemical 
Works, New Jersey, using tue common type 
of English kiln, and tne Phoenix Chemical 
Works, Brooklyn, N. Y., using the German 
shallow kiln. The former handied “fines” 
ores exclusively; the latter firms only kiln- 
sized ores, but owing to irregularity of sup- 
plies of ores and the high price prevailing ($8 
to $12 per toa of pyrites) their use was dis- 
continued! by 1869. Works at Boston, Mass., 
Bridgeport, Conn., and Anthony’s Nuse, N, Y.. 
commenced working in 1869-71, Canadian ores 
by the former and local deposits by the latter. 

The sale of the Canadian mines to Scoteh 
capitalists in 1874 and the continued deterior- 
ation of the Anthony’s Nose ores, caused a 
stoppage of these workings, and no further 
efforts were made to utilize py: ites until 1§80, 
when ores from another Canadian mine were 
sent to New York in quantit.es, inaugurating 
the real industry in these products of the soil 
from which has sprung 80 grand results. The 
two largest works in the United States, whose 
products b> ve been almost wholly consumed 
in the refining of crudeoil, are now the ex- 
amples of successful working so pronounced 
that opposition to use of pyrites and preju- 
dices fostered by uneducated managers have 
been by degrees overcome until, as will be 
seen by the following table, we have a steady 
growth of business in ores from Maine to the 
Gulf of Mexico, and are educating a new

It should be stated that with old country 
experts in ore burning easily obtainable, there 
were good reasons for our tardiness in adopt- 
ing the use of ores prior to 1880: 


lst. No mines were known or sufficiently de- 
veloped, with transportation facilities, ex- 
cept those at Capelton, Canada, and those de- 
posits were absorbed by the owners for copper 
purposes. 

2d. Foreign ores (Spain, etc.) were excluded 
by reason of duties on iron and copper. 

3d. The drawback to use of domestic ores 
was the 15to30 per cent “fines” which they 
invariably contained after long journeys, 
kilns being generally used for egg-sized ores, 
and no furnace has been successful for burn- 
ing the “fines” (all that passed 34-inch mesh). 

Allof these drawbacks have been overcome 
demands for ores have been promptly met by 
the opening of extensive deposits ot the best 
class of pyrites in New Hampshire, Massachu 
setts and Virginia, and the working of both 
“lump” and “fines” has become so common- 
Place as to deserve no special comment, 

The data obtained by our government offi- 
cials will not be available for seyeral months, 
but a fair estimate of the consumption of py- 
rites ores inthe United States for the year 
1890 will not vary much from 250,000 tons. 

Of this tonnage the Virginia mines will 
furnish fully 7,000 tons of 2,240 pounds each; 
the Canadian mines fully 50,(00 tons; the 
Eastern States fully 30,000 tons, and foreign 
importations, that is, from Spain, etc., the 
balance, 

As the quality of the ores determine their 
value to a great extent, essentially so for acid 
making, a comparative table of the best 
known mine ores is herewith given, from 
which it will be seen that the United States 
does not fall below the average:—

The week has becn rather a quiet one in the 
general market for dyes and dyestuffs, and 
buyers’ wanta seem to have been plentifully 
supplied from previous purchases. The gen- 
eral tone of the market is unchanged, the 
tendency of the majority of the articles con- 
tinuing upward, and in some instances higher 
prices are asked. 

Albumen—aAll grades continue in quiet re- 
request, and there bas been nothing to disturb 
values or likely to preve of interest to either 
buyer or seller. Pricesare ruling fairly steady 
at previous figures. 

Aniline Colors—The market for salts and oil 
continues to incline upward, and, as before 
stated, should these circumstances continue 
the makers will be forced to advance the 
price of colors. The demand hasbeen normal, 
and beyond the above there have been no in- 
teresting features noticeable. 

Alizarine continues in moderate request 
with prices rather in buyers’ owing to the 
competition that is being carried on by the 
makers. ‘‘here has been no special call for 
stocks, the business doing being of a moderate 
jobbing character. 

Bichromate of potash.—The call has been a 
moderate one and of strictly jobbing propor-

unchanged. 

Cochineal.—A small business has transpired 
in all kinds, There has been some inquiry 


for gray blacks, but there seems to be only 
light stock of this grade. Prices are as before 
quoted. 

Cutch.—As predicted, the market has in- 
creased in strength during the past week and 
is now reported in avery strong position by 
dealers with nothing obtainable under 6@64c 
for all positions. As stated in our last 
issue there seems to be a difference of 
opinion as to the primary cause for the 
present course of the market. It is 
said, however, on good authority, that 
the condition of affairs is mainly owing to th 
fact that there is an unprecedentedly by small 
quantity on the way from Calcutta for this 
time of the year, and as yet no offers have 
come from that port. The transactions dur- 
ing the week have comprised some 2,000 bales 
spot and 1,500 bales to arrive at 554@534c, _2C- 
cording to position. The cables from abroad 
report a smali crop, but nothing definite has 
as yet been heard in regard to this, as near as 
can be learned. 

Divi Divi—There have been no sales of any 
moment from first hands, and the market 
must again be reported duli and featureless 
with prices unaltered, 

Dyewoods—The course of the stick-wood 
market continues to favor holders, and there 
having been sales of 700 tons Cape wood from 
dock, the total quantity now available is some 
00 tons of all kinds. It is said the lot sold 
during the week brought $2 above any offer 
which has been made for it since being re- 
ceived, which would tend to show that some 
of the makers of extracts, at least, show their 
faith in the prediction of importers that wood 
will bescarce. Advices from Hayti continue 
to report short supplies, and shipments have 
been very light. Future developments are 
awaited with interest. The demand for ex- 
tracts has quieted down somewhat, and a mod- 
erate jobbing business has transpired since we 
last wrote. 

Gambier has sold in the usual way to. a 
moderate extent, the market being wholly 
without feature, and prices quoted at 554@534c, 
with a fairly steady tone predominant. 

Indigo—Trading has been without life since 
we last wrote, buyers having continued to 
pursue a waiting policy. Values are as previ- 
ously quoted. Madras and Manilas have 
found a moderate outlet in a jobbing way, 
while prices have not been changed ané are 
ruling steady. 

Nutgalls—Aleppo galls have been wholly 
without feature, and have sold in a small way 
only at previous quotations. The spot supply 
of China galls is rather small at the moment, 
but as the wants of consumers are very mode- 
rate this fact causes no comment. Holders, 
however, are firm in their views and for prime 
goods quotations on spotare l7c. The new 
crop, it is anticipated, will be a very good one 
and February shipments, due probably in May, 
are offering at 1644c, but the trading is small, 
buyers showing no interest in supplies. 


Prussiate of Potash—All grades have found a 
moderate outlet, the business being of a 
strict.y jobbing nature. Values are identical 
with a week ago, and the market is wholly 
without feature, 

Starch—Fresh interest has been awakened 
by the reported forming of a combination and 
the consequent great advancing of prices, an 
account of which is given in our editorial col- 
umns. The demand has continued unimport- 
ant. 

Sumac—Sicily has been inquired for in a job- 
bing way, no large lots having changed hands 
since our last report. Virginia continues to 
sell in asmall way, with no new features to 
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report, and the prices for both kinds are un- 
altered, 

Tin crystals have been entirely without fea- 
ture. The trading nas been of jobbing pro- 
portions, being supplied by dealers at un- 
changed prices,

Candle Making. 
BY R. GATENBY, OF MANCHESTER. 


Candles as we knew them at the present day 
—wicks surrounded by a coating of wax or 
tallow—were introduced in very early times, 
certainly at the beginning of the Christian 
era. For the sake of convenience he divided 
candle making into two periods—the purely 
mechanical period and the scientific or chemi- 
cal period. Perhaps the simplest form of can- 
die was the rushlight, which was made by 
dipping strips of rush pith into tallow, and in 
former times the industrious housewife often 
made this simple illuminant. The rushlight 
was succeeded by the tallow “dips... Wicks 
were made of loosely twisted cotton yarn, 
and dipped three or four times into a vat of 
cooled tallow, and then left to harden. After 
repeating this process a few times the candles 
assumed the requisite thickness, which was 
determined by weighing. A rather prettier 
form of tallow candle was produced by mould- 
ing the tallow in pewter moulds. The better 
class candles of this period were made of bces- 
wax, and also of spermaceti. In manufactur- 
ing wax candles the process was excepiional. 
Melted wax was poured down the wicks from 
aladie until they were sufficiently coated. 
The candles so formed were next rolled ona 
warm wooden or marble slab, which was kept 
constantly wet, and thus worked perfectly 
round and smooth. The wax was bleached 
before being used, and that was generally 
best accomplished by exposing it in the form 
of thin strips to the action of the air. With- 
out doubt, the best and most beautiful mate- 
rial ever used for candle making was sperm- 
aceti. This was obtained from the head ofa 
whale, and seemed like a peculiar brown 
paste. After filtering, pressing, repressing 
and hot pressing, spermaceti was in a fit state 
for candle making. One characteristic of 
this substance was the absence of glycerine, 
and when melted it was run into moulds made 
of pewter. Both these kinds of candle were 
quite equal to those made from stearine and 
parafline, the only drawback to wax candles 
being their high price. So far, candle making 
was one of the simplest of mechanicul arts. 
In 1823, Chevreul, the famous French chemist, 
published his researches on the composition 
of tallow, and he found that tallow was com- 
posed of three weak acids, namely, oleic acid, 
palmitic acid and stearic acid. combined with 
glycerine, and that the glycerine could be 
separated from the fat acids by the addition 
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of a caustic alkali. Lime was used for this 
purpose on a large scale, as it combined with 
the acids whilst the glycerine was eliminated. 
Oleic acid was fluid at the ordinary summer 
temperature, and was, therefore, unsuitable 
for candie making. The mixture of the three 
acids was put into strong horsehair bags and 
gradually pressed in powerful hydraulic 
presses until ali the oleic acid was forced out 
whilst the stearic and palmitic acids re- 
mained. These were hard crystalline com- 
pounds free from greasiness, and when mould- 
ed into candles were known to the public as 
“composites.” About the year 1850, the late 
Mr. Young obtained a patent for the manu- 
facture of solid and liquid paraffine. The lec- 
turer described the manufacture of candles 
from this material. [In conclusion, he said 


however simple and easy candle making 
might appear, there were many difficulties 
that required some skill and knowledge to 
surmount. Sometimes the materials differed, 
or the wicks were unsuitable, or the profit 
was invisible, which was cften the cuse. 
Then, again, different climates required dif- 
ferent qualities of candies. A candle suitable 
for a tropical clime would not do for coider 
latitudes. The wick used in the manufacture 
of “dips” was different to that required for 
the moulded candies. In the one case a 
straight wick was used, and in the othera 
plaited one, and this difference was &@ neces- 
sity. Some materials required a tighter 
twisted wick than others; the same wick 
would scarcely suffice for both composites 
and paraflines. With regard to the materials 
used, in England the generality of purafline 
candies were made of a material that meited 
atabout 120° F., and for ordinary purposes 
that was about the correct thing. ben, 
however, the temperature was unusually 
high, as at dinners, parties, balls, &c , a better 
candle was required, otherwise the caudile 
would either bend or swale; the chances were 
it would do both. A badly made candle 
would smoke and run, and this evil proceeded 
from many causes. ‘The meiting point might 
be too iow, or the material might be too vily. 
But whatever the cause, the candle maker 
must overcome it, and that could only be 
done by experimenting. In a perfect candle

the wick should be so suited for the material 
employed that it would burn without smok- 
ing and without swaling. <A good candle was 
one that gave the most light for the material 
consumed, and not one that looked the pret- 
tiest.

Dyestuffs and Tanning Substances 
Found in Ceylon.

The coloring substances are very numerous, 
although many of them are scarcely worth 
the attention of the merchant, owing to the 
local difficulties in the way of procuring them 
at a reasonable cost. The dyers have not that 
command of tints, or that skill in blending 
them, which is possessed by the Hindu, and 
the result is, with very few exceptions, that 
the colored cloths worn by the people are 
imported from India. ‘There is a small export 
of Chaya root to the coast, but it decreases 
yearly in point both of extent and value. 

At the heud of the list of dyestuffs stands 
the Roccella Ticctoria and Roccella Fucifor- 
mis, the Orchella weed of commerce. This 
article was first exported by myself, in the 
beginning of 1859; it was found xrowing in 
great abundance at Calpentyn, and over a 
range of about fifty miles of the narrow strip 
ot sand which lies between the Calpent)n 
lake and the sea. Enormous filaments of the 
Tinctoria, some of them as much as eighteen 
inches in length, by three-quarters of an inch 
in breadth, were found hanging in clusters on 
the decayed branches of the oldest mango 
trees, whilst the mimosas and several varieties 
of the asclepiadece furnished varieties of the 
Fuciformis, still more valuable. The Palmyra 
trees and cocoanut trees were found to be 
thickly clothed with the lichen, except in 
those instances where they had been fre- 
quently climbed. There was scarcely a tree 
or bush that was not covered more or le:% 
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with the Roccella, of the worth of which the 
people were wholly ignorant. It has now be- 
come a regular article of commerce. 

Except on the tract of seaboard, stretching 
from Chilaw to Tangalle, the whole line of 
coast exhibits Roccellas, growing more or 
jess luxuriantly, but also confined to a narrow 
belt of vegetation within the influence of the 
sea air. On the salt marshes of the western 
coast and on the borders of the lagoons it is 
invariably found, and there is a large growth 
on the eastern side of the peninsula at Trinco- 
malee, and about the leeways of Hambantota. 
Where the roots are not torn off, it is repro- 
duced yearly. 

Though every variety of Roccella is well 
worth gathering, there are some kinds that 
are much more valuable than others, and the 
following simple test will enable anyone to 
ascertain the comparative richness of the 
coloring matter which they contain. Fill a 
vottle half full of water, put as much of the 
lichen in as will ieave room to shake the con- 
tents of the bottle thoroughly, and add as 
much spirits of ammonia as will make the 
liquor unpleasantly pungent. Shake the 
bottle occasionally during six or seven days, 
opening it now and then to admit the air, and 
at the end of that time the water will exhibit 
a rich purple color, deepening in intensity for 
about a fortnight when the maceration is 
completed. A comparison of the result of 
different experiments will show the colorific 
value of the various kinds of weed, and the 
test is one that never fails. If a lichen fails 
to impart color to a mixture of ammonia and 
water itis not a dye stuff, whatever else it 
may be good for. 

The orchella dye requires no mordant. To 
fix the color on cloth it is merely necessary to 
pour the solution above described Into boil- 
ing water, and immerse the wool or cotton to 
be dyed in it for half an hour. The dyeis not 
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a permahent one, but its extreme beauty will 
always make it acceptable to manufacturers 
who use it to impart a finish to their goods. 

Cossal pinia Sapan—This very useful dyewood 
is to be obtained in considerable quantity over 
the southern partsof the island, and was at 
one time largely exported. In 1842 nearly 400 
tons were shipped to the home market, but 
since then new fields of supply have been 
opened, and the trade in Ceylon Sapan is ab- 
s‘lutely annihilated. It is procured more 
cheaply, and of equal, if not superior quality, 
from Siam, Manilla and Japan. The local price 
here is £6 per ton, a rate which leaves a loss to 
the exporter. The coloring matter of sapan 
isa rather weak red, but by adding lime to 
the solution or a quantity of cassia leaves, it 
is considerably strengthened. 

Artocarpus Integrifolia.—The wood of the 
Jack, and especially the roots, furnish a last- 
ing and good yellow dye which is materially 
improved by adding to the bath a limited 
quantity of the leaves of the Bombee. But 
though the article would always command 
a sale in the home market, it cannot be made 
to any extent an item of profitable export. 
The wood fetches a higher price for furniture 
uses than the merchant could afford to give 
for it, so that it is only the roots and the saw- 
dust that can be considered of value for dye- 
ing. During the Jast few years it has been 
cut down so abundantly that it will soon be 
necessary to search for the tree in more re- 
mote localities. 

Vitex Trifoliata.—The Kaha or yellow Mililla 
yieldsa very delicate pure dye which the 
priests use chiefly for giving the required re- 
ligious hue to their robes. It has been sent 
home and sold as fustic, with which it seems 
to be identical in point of coloring matter, It 
isnot used for furniture like jack, but is 
much employed in buildings, and would be 
barely worth exporting as a dyestuff, 
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
